HEARING ON PROPOSED AMEND- 
MENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 


January 5, 1931, at 7:30 o’clock being 
the time set as the time for holding a 
hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the 
Zoning Ordinance, which was passed by 
the City Council on June 13, 1927, said 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

That the property described as: 

That property described as Lots 1, 2, 
3, 4and 19 of Sub. of Lot 39 of Chitten- 
den’s Sub. of Sec. 28 (Mt. Hope Avenue 
between Forest Avenue and Teel Ave- 
nue), be re-zoned from Class ‘‘A’’ Use 
and Occupancy to Class ‘‘C’’ Use and 
Occupancy, and from Class ‘‘A’’ Height 
and Area to Class ‘“‘E’’ Height and Area, 
and the ‘‘Use Map’’ and the “Height 
and Area Map’”’ be changed to indicate 
such transfer. 


~ The Mayor announced that if there 
were anyohe present who had any sug- 
gestions ‘or objections to make to the 
proposed amendments to the Classifica- 
tions provided for in the Zoning Ordin- 
ance, he had the privilege of speaking 
at this time.

Mr. Gust Haggit, 1917 Forest Ave. 
also protested against the re-zoning of 
the description under consideration.

Gentlemen: 

The season just past has been the 
most successful inthe history of the City 
Market. More sellers have registered 
on the market this year and more buy- 
ers have availed themselves of the op- 
portunity to purchase their supplies at 
the market than any other year in the 
history of the city market. 

The record attendance was in the 
summer and early fall when the market 
space wa: inadequate to accommodate 
the growers or buyers. During the 
months of July, August and September 
‘from three to five sellers were turned 
away each market day for lack of space. 

The market has been too small for the 
last five years to accommodate the sell- 
ers who would like to come here to sell 
their produce. The market should be 
enlarged and part of it enclosed for a 
winter market so that ample space 
would be provided for them and relieve 
the crowded and congested condition. 

The receipts received from stall rent- 
ers is $2,628.00. The collections from 
those who do not rent stalls is $3,089.93. 
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Received from Lorenz Bros. for 12 
months rent at $15.00 per month, 
$180.00. For use of market for 18 auc- 
tions at $3.00 per day, $54.00, making 
the total receipts from the market 
$5,901.95. This is a gain of $2,685.45 
over lant year. $87.00 stall rent is un- 
collected at this date.

Ald. Kircher, Templeton and Thoman 
introduced the following ordinance 
which was read a first and second time 
by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances:

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

That Sections 2B, 2H, 3A, 3B, 3C, 3E 
and 3G of an ordinance entitled ‘‘An 
Ordinance to provide for a_ Traffic 
Commission, prescribe its powers and 
duties to provide for parking regula- 
tions and to provide penalties for vio- 
lations thereof’’ are amended to read 
as follows: and that a new section to 
be known as Section 2G is hereby add- 
ed to said ordinance: 

Section 2B. Such traffic commission 
may appoint a traffic director and pro- 
vide for a traffic bureau and outline 
the duties of each, subject to the ap- 
proval of the City Council. Subject to 
the approval of the City Council such 
traffic commission may make such ad- 
ditional rules and regulations as to 
them may be deemed advisable to reg- 
of the City of Lansing, not inconsis- 
ulate traffic of vehicles on the streets 
tent with the provisions of any ordi- 
nance of said city. To that end such 
commission may establish temporary 
stop streets, create temporary parking 
zones and establish temporary parking 
limits. . 

Section 2E. It shall be unlawful for 
any driver or owner of any vehicle 
within the City of Lansing to violate 
any rule or regulation of said traffic 
commision or the provisions of this or- 
dinance and such person so violating 
shall be subject to the fines and pen- 
alties as herein provided. 


Section 2G. Such traffic commission 
is hereby given the authority to pass 
such resolutions as in its judgment may 
be necessary to regulate traffic within 
the City of Lansing, such resolutions 
not inconsistent with any existing or- 
dinances of the city. Such ordinances 
to be of force and effect shall be regu- 
larly passed, become an official record 
of such Traffic Commission and pub- 
lished in the Official paper of the City 
of Lansing for one publication and 
shall not become effective until seven 
days has elapsed subsequent to the 
date of such publication. Such resolu- 
tion when so passed and published shall 
be in full force and effect within the 
City of Lansing.

Section 1. That Subdivision ‘‘H’’ of 
Section 8 and Section 17 of an ordinance 
entitled ‘‘An ordinance to regulate the 
use by vehicles of the public highways 
within the City of Lansing and to repeal 
Ordinance Number 160 and all other 
ordinances and sections of ordinances in 
conflict therewith” are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

Sub. ‘‘H’’, Section 8. 

All vehicles approaching State Trunk 
Line Highways or any other street that 
may have been regularly designated 
as a stop street by the City Council of 
the City of Lansing or the Traffic Com- 
mission of said city, shall come to a 
full stop; before entering upon such 
street.

RETIRING MESSAGE OF MAYOR 
TROYER 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


Tonight I conclude seventeen years 
of publie serv. ce. During the pest four 
years I have attended 194 Council meet- 
ings and was absent 18. In reviewing 
the accomplishments of the city admin- 
istration for the past four years, I am 
not unmidful of the fine co-operation I 
have received from your Honorable 
Body, the various bo1wd members, de- 
partment heads and city employes. 
Knowing, as I do, the operations of 
municipal governments in Michigan, I 
do not hesitate to say that this co-op- 
eration and harmony has been of an 
outstanding nature and for this I want 
to gratefully thank all those who have 


been associated with me in the conduct 
of the government of our city. Dur- 
ing these four years the door to the 
Mayor’s office has never been closed 
nor has admittance been denied to any 
person regardless of wealth, religious 
creed, social standing or otherwise. All 
were able to come and lay their case 
before me. 


We have been able to keep the tax 
rate of Lansing at a point where it has 
been much lower than in many cities 
of its size. The 1930 city tax rate was 
the lowest in five years. The rates for 
the past five years being as follows:

The total city bonded indebterness on 


January 3, 1927, was $7,636,900 and on 
January 3, 1931, it was $6,535,700. We 
were therefore able to reduce the bond- 
ed indebtedness of the city during the 
past four years $1,101,200. On January 
1, 1931, there was cash on hand in the 
city treasurer’s office, in all funds. 
$793,602.87. The assessed value of the 
city is $154,668,091.00. In 1927, the Lan- 
sing Street Railway Company owed the 
city $83,240.08 in delinquent taxes and 
accrued interest. Arrangements were 
made and a contract entered into with 
the company whereby $2,500 per month 
was to be paid on this account and up 
to January 1, 1931, $73,500 had been 
paid. Personal delinquent taxes had 
been allowed to run from year to year 
until the amount that had accumulated 
was over $100,000. Arrangements were 
made whereby a special collector was 
employed and up to date has collected 
approximately $70,000 in personal taxes. 

During the past four years storm and 
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sanitary sewers built in different parts - 


of the city aggregated 19.8 miles, most 
of which was constructed of vitrified 
pipe. Our sewage disposal system is 
ahead of schedule and according to the 
agreement entered into with the state, 
is to be completed in 1934. The policy 
adopted by the council in placing the 
annual amount to be expended on the 
project in the budget, has been adhered 
to and if continued will see the system 
completed without the necessity of a 
bond issue. 

The police department has_ been 
strengthened by the acquisition of a 
radio broadcasting station which is nec- 
essary to do efficient police work in 
these times. A new patrol wagon was 
purchased, light weight uniforms adopt- 
ed for the men for summer use, the 
installation of steel lockers for the 
force, the organization of a competent 
school patrol system and the placing 
into operation of a traffic bureau with 
a traffic director in charge. 

Five of the fire stations were altered, 
enlarged and improved to give greater 
accommodations and conveneince to the 
employes. Number Five Fire Station 
was enlarged to accommodate another 
pumper which has already been ordered 
and will be placed in the very near fu- 
ture. A new fire station was construct- 
ed at the corner of Hayford and Michi- 
gan Avenues which will serve the east- 
ern part of the city. 

Lansing’s bridges are now all in good 
condition. - New structures were erected 
over the Grand River at Grand River 
Avenue, Saginaw, Logan Street and Is- 
land Avenue. The most important im- 
provement along this line was the Lo- 
gan Street Viaduct. The viaduct at 
Pennsylvania Avenue was greatly im- 
proved, the Michigan Avenue Bridge 
was also reinforced with new steel and 
put ‘into excellent condition. No new 
bridges will be required for many years 
to come. 


» We constructed 21.08 miles of pave- 
ments, most of which was concrete base 
with asnnalt ton. We also built several 
miles of asphalt pavement laid on top 
of gravel. Our experience with this has 
been that it works well where there is 
sufficient depth of gravel in the street 
and the cost is about -one-third of the 
other type of pavement. In 1927 we 
started a new plan of financing the cost 
of paving by placing the city’s propor- 
tion of the costs, estimated, in the city 
budget and thereby making available 
more money for the construction of 
pavements. Previous to this time the 
_ city’s proportion of the cost was paid 
out of the proceeds of paving bonds 
sold. Twenty-nine miles of streets were 
provided with curb and gutter, and 
16.88 miles of new streets added. There 
are now 205 miles of streets within the 
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city limits of which 71 miles are paved, 
48 curb and gutter and 86 miles of 
gravel streets. 

A new cemetery has been developed. 
This is located one-half mile east of 
Mount Hope Cemetery and is known as 
Evergreen Cemetery. The Red Cedar 
Golf Course was developed as was also 
the course located on Mount Hope Ave- 
nue just west of Mount Hope Cemetery. 
The Park and Cemtery Board, during 
the-past year, leased the Inter-City 
Golf Course and used it in connection 
with the other courses. Many new ten- 
nis courts were constructed, much 
needed equipment placed in our parks, 
a number of baseball parks, including 
an enclosed municipal ball park, pro- 
vided as:well as a number of skating 
rinks. Lansing has 639.6 acres of park 
property and 160 acres of cemeteries. 
Approximately 135,000 games of golf 
were played on our links the past year. 
There are 40,000 trees in Lansing 
streets; 253,593 people attended reun- 
ions in the city parks the last four 
years; 100,000 people used the swim- 
ming pool in the last three years; 170,- 
000 people used the tennis courts in the 
last two years; 141,914 people used. the 
skating rinks in the last two years; 30,- 
000 people attended -the. 14 movies at 
Potter Park; 191,380 people attended 
baseball games in 1930; 21,750 people 
attended soccer games in 1930; 21,000 
people attended diamond ball games in 
1930 and the playground attendance for 
the past three years was 467,144. 

A-new animal house was built at Pot- 
ter Park to house all the animals at the 
ZOO. 


In 1929, a full-time recreational di- 
rector was empleved. the Scho 
Board paying one-half of his salary and 
the city the other. Every citizen well 
knows the good work which has been 
done during the past year by this de- 
partment. — 


The Board of Electric Light and 
Water Cornmissioners has done splen- 
did work during my administration. A 
fine new six-story office building was 
provided, additional acreage for the 
purpose of drilling new water wells was 
secured, a large addition to the Moores 
Park plant provided, all without bond 
issue and all costs were paid out of 
surplus on hand. This property which 
belongs to the people of Lansing is one 
of the greatest institutions anywhere 
in this country and I have taken a great 
interest in observing the development 
of this property and have taken special 
pride in co-operating with the board. 
During my incumbency I was approach- 
ed four times, relative to the sale or 
lease of our light and power properties 
and each time the proposition was ve- 
hemently repulsed. 

Unquestionably Lansing has one. of 
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the best garbage collection and disposal 
systems of any city in the country. 
Shortly after assuming office in 1927, 
we entered into a contract with Rice 
and Plant of Portland, Michigan, for 
the disposal of our garbage. The gar- 
bage is hauled in large tanks from our 
transfer station to a farm owned by the 
above firm and fed to pigs. Our meth- 
od of collection and disposal of garbage 
is much cheaper than that of a city 
where. garbage is disposed of by in- 
cineration. 

A childrens’ home was built and this 
is located just east of Oak Park and 
has sufficient. facilities to provide for 
60 children. This is a modern building 
and one of the best in the state. Lan- 
sing has fared much better than many 
cities in the country in the matter of 
contagious diseases. The emergency 
hospital located on East Michigan Ave- 
nue is operated under the direction of 
the Lansing Department of Health but 
the expenses are paid by the County 
Board of Supervisors. A competent 
staff of trained nurses is in charge of 
this hospital and the citizens should 
make greater use of this institution. 

In 1980 a tract of property immedi- 
ately south of the city service property 
was acquired. During the fall of 1930 
the old frame sheds were replaced with 
modern sheds, thus eliminating a fire 
hazard. ° 

Improvements have been made in the 
assessor’s office which makes it possi- 
ble for this department to give better 
service to the public. An addresso- 
graph system was installed and -now 
citizens receive their tax statements by 
mail, thus making it possible for them 
to pay their taxes by check and thus 
eliminate the tiresome method of stand- 
ing in line at the treasurer’s office to 
do so. More space was made available 
and more vault room provided for the 
safe keeping of records. 
vopies ot att Lansing plats are now on 
file in the Assessor’s Office which is a 
great convenience. In 1930 there were 
28,928 descriptions of real estate and 
1,615 items of personal property on the 
assessment books. 


Audits have been made of all the 
books each year and tue reports of 
these audits are on file in the City 
Clerk’s office. 

Considerable equipment for street 
cleaning and snow removal has been 
added which enables the Superintendent 
of Public Works to keep the streets in 
good condition. 


It is needless to mention the fact that 
the international depression, which not 
only hit Michigan and the United States 
but the entire world, has thrown a 
great burden upon the Welfare Depart- 
ment. Many men in good standing in 
ordinary times have been obliged to

seek aid frora the city. A complete 
record of all materials furnished to the 
unfortunate has been kept for the past 
four years, and anyone wishing to re- 
imburse the city for assistance received 
may do so as an itemized account is 
kept in the department. The cost for 
aid given annually for the past four 
years has been as follows:.

I cannot refrain from mentioning the 
able way in which the Council Com- 
mittee has handled the situation in tha 
face of great difficulties. Mr. O. A. 
Cook, the director, has been most faith- 
ful and conscientious in the discharj;e 
of the duties of that office. 

It is worthy of note to niention that 

in the past four years the validity of 
not a single issue of bonds which re- 
ceived the approval of the City Attor- 
ney has been challenged. I do not re- 
call an instance in which tax rolls have 
been set aside. Every ordinance passed 
during this period has stood the test in 
courts. I mention these facts because 
they are not generally known and their 
existence has led to the public welfare 
in a sense of security which is not ex- 
celled in any city. 
- Several gifts which were presented to 
the city are worth’? or nove and Ll w'sh 
to mention the park located at the foot 
of Townsend Street which was pre- 
sented to the city by R. H. Scott and 
is greatly enjoyed by the children in 
tnac part «. the city. Former maver 
J. G. Reutter presented the city with 
an Electric Fountain located in Centrai 
rark. We thank these gentlemen f 1+ 
these gifts. The proceeds from the sale 
of the old Social Center were used in 
the construction of the new children’s 
home and we thank Mr. R. E. Olds for 
this. 

The citizens of Lansing in 1930 appro- 
priately expressed their appreciation of 
the great services re.iuereu bv tue veic- 
rans of all wars by approving the pur- 
chase of an appropriate building for 
their use. This buiiding was dedicated 
for the uses and purnoses tor which 
it was intended and I trust it may 
Stand as a ‘emple of Peace throus'n : * 
years and be a source of comfort to all 
veterans, their families and friends. 

In laying down the gavel which was 
placed in my keeping four years ago 
tonight, I wish to thank you, gentlemen 
of the Council, for the spirit of co-op- 
eration you have manifested and the 
assistance you have given me. I wish 
to thank all department heads, mem- 
bers of the different boards and all mu- 
nicipal officials and employes who have 
so faithfully and conscientiously served 
the public with me. I also desire to 
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thank the people of Lansing who have 
assisted in encouraging, by word and 
deed, public officials in the performance 
of their public duties.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


Gentlemen of the Council: 

In entering upon the discharge of 
my duties as Mayor of the City of Lan- 
sing, I have no desire to give you any 
extended message on the state of af- 
fairs in this city. 

I am convinced that many of you are 
more fully aware of conditions “here 
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than I, because you have been in inti- 
mate touch with public affairs and have 
had years of experience with the City 
Government, and I have no doubt that 
you fully appreciate its needs and its 
problems. I expect to become conver- 
sant with public affairs as speedily as 
possible, so as to qualify myself to dis- 
charge the duties of my office intelli- 
gently and honorably. 

I have no intention of inaugurating 
any great reforms or of over-turning 
any system of operation that has been 
in vogue unless we can all be convinced 
that the welfare of the city can best be 
promoted by doing so. 

I do have a desire to be able to give 
an administration as Chief Executive 
of this city that will not disappoint my 
friends who have been loyal to me 
throughout my candidacy for this high 
office, and I trust that I will be able 
to meet with the approval of the voters 
who have reposed their confidence in 
me by selecting me to be their Mayor. 

In accepting the office I appreciate 
the responsibilities incidental to its ad- 
ministration and I feel the need of your 
co-operation and assistance and the aid 
and encouragement of all the people of 
Lansing to the end that we may admin- 
ister the affairs of this city to the best 
interests of all concerned. 


I shall not enumerate the many prob- 
lems that are surely to confront us in 
the future further than to call your at- 
tention to a few of the most important 
that I am sure will soon be presented 
to us for consideration. One of these is 
the City Market. 


The City Market will at no great dis- 
tant time, claim- our attention. It is 
rapidly becoming inadequate to accom- 
modate the dealers and patrons in its 
present location, with the congestion of 
business inside the market and also the 
streets about it. On market days this 
congestion becomes a source of incon- 
venience and some times of danger. A 
possible extension of the present plant 
or abandonment of the present site, and 
a re-location of it, will eventually be 
before this body for consideration as an 
imperative necessity. 


It has also been frequently called to 
my attention that there will possibly be 
presented a plan for the location and 
erection of a new Union Depot to facil- 
itate railroad passenger traffic and con- 
venience. This will, in all likelihood, 
be referred to this body and will de- 
serve our most serious attention. 


I especially direct your attention to 
conditions of the Departments of City 
Government now housing in the City 
Hall. The Welfare Department, as it is 
now located, is improperly housed in 
quarters that are not adequate to its 
needs. It is badly located and incon- 
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venient for handling the business that 
goes through the office. 

The City Jail is badly located, unsan- 
itary and unsafe; the Police Depart- 
ment needs larger quarters, in fact 
many of the Departments are fast be- 
coming overcrowded and _ inadequate. 
These conditions have been brought 
about by the rapid growth of the city. 

At some future time this subject will 
demand your attention and we should 
have in mind that the solution of this 
problem can be best met by a new City 
Building, which will take care of the 
Police Department, City Jail, Municipal 
Court and possibly the Welfare Depart- 
ment, and will relieve the congested 
condition of this building. 

I am reliably informed that the 
United States government is contemp- 
lating a new federal building in ths 
city in the near future and that the ap- 
propriation therefor may soon be made. 
I also understand that there is some 
question about the government being 
able to build such a building according 
to its present plans on its present loca- 
tion, and that the site now owned by 
the government is not large enough to 
accommodate the building proposed to 
be built. Should this happen, the pres- 
ent postoffice site would, in all prob- 
ability, be available to this city for the 
erection of such quarters as are needed. 

I believe that it would be advisable 
on the part of this Council to have these 
things in mind and to _ investigate, 
through a special committee of this 
body or otherwise, and ascertain if 
these facts are true to the end that 
proper provision can be made upon our 
part to avail ourselves of this site 
should the facts justify such action. 

There are also a number of available 
sites, owned by the city, upon which 
such a building could be erected. 


If I were to call your attention to 
any one special subject, it would be 
economyein public expenditures. Many 
of you are painfully aware of the un- 
usual industrial depression through 
which we are passing. This depression 
is a matter of serious consequence to 
a great many citizens of Lansing. The 
condition demands serious consideration 
and should keep us mindful of the ex- 
penditures of public moneys. Retrench- 
ment in high cost of government is 
very much like charity—it should begin 
at home. No public money should be 
spent but in a manner consistent with 
good, sound business judgment and to 
promote the happiness and welfare of 
the people of the City of Lansing. 


I also understand that there has been 
a new fire station built on Michigan 
Avenue East and an addition erected to 
the fire station on South Washington 
Avenue, and that neither of these ac- 
quisitions to the fire department have 
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been equipped or manned; that a new 
auto patrol has been provided for the 
Police Department, and that all this 
will cost approximately $65,000, exclu- 
sive of the furnishings of the two sta- 
tions. That there has been no appro- 
priation for this expenditure from the 
1930 taxes and that it is proposed that 
these things be added and taken from 
the tax appropriation of 1931. 

I have also been informed that the 
Welfare Fund for the past fiscal year 
will be largely overdrawn, and that ar- 
rangements will have to be made to 
borrow money to reimburse this fund 
until another appropriation can be 
made and the tax thereon collected. In 
- view of this fact, I would urge that you 
exercise special care in the expendi- 
ture of public monies for the coming 
year, for I am convinced that we can 
perform no greater service for the City 
of Lansing under the present industrial 
conditions, than to keep the taxes as 
low as they can reasonably and decently 
be kept. 

There are a great many problems of 
grave importance that will confront us 
and which may arise most unexpect- 
edly. It will be within our province to 
consider and act upon them with a sin- 
cere determination to solve them aright 
and in their solution I express a most 
earnest desire to work harmoniously 
witt this body so that in all things we 
can be of mutual assistance to each 
other. 

A large part of the responsibility of 
promoting the welfare of this city de- 
volves upon you. The public policy of 
this municipality is yours to direct and 
in no way shall I undertake to dictate 
what that policy shall be. I shall be 
content if I can aid and assist you 
from time to time with such informa- 
tion as I can gather of affairs in the 
city, which shall always be available to 
you. 

I expect to devote my entire time to 
the city’s business and its government 
and will always be accessible to you 
or any citizen. I have no particular 
pride of opinion in matters of business 
policy and in things of public concern, 
but I do have a very decided notion 
that public business and public affairs 
can be conducted in an orderly and 
reasonable manner. I have no enemies 
to punish or friends to reward, but I do 
have pride enough to very earnestly 
desire to perform the duties of my of- 
fice intelligently and in a way that will 
be acceptable to the citizens of Lansing.

ing Dept.; 2 alleys were graded, Wood- 
bine. and Marion avenues are partly 
done and will be completed next year; 
David, Mt. Hope, Pattengill, Pleasant 
and River, started the previous year, 
have been finished; the grading and 
graveling of Merrill street was ordered 
in 1929, but nothing could be done be- 
cause of the sewer being built; it will 
receive early attention next year. 

During several weeks a large number 
of men were busy cutting weeds; in 
many cases they had to cever the terr i- 
tory twice as- the weeds soon grew up 
again after the first cutting. The cost 
of the street weeds was $3,009.78 and 
the amount assessed (ordered by the 
City Council) was $3,184.69. 

Guard rails and fences at dangerous 
street ends have been built and re- 
paired; drinking fountains have been 
looked after and 5 new ones bought, 
the last horse fountain in the city re- 
moved, miscellaneous work at the skat- 
ing rinks, ball park, airport, Memorial 
Temple, placing and later removing for 
the Merchant’s association and Christ- 
mas trees on the streets, placing and 
keeping in repair street, school, parking 
and stop signs, conducting the Spring 
and Autumn ‘‘clean up’’ weeks. 

With the use of 10 cars of calcium 
chloride, sprinklers and flushers the 
dust was taken care of, a vast amount 


of refuse was picked up from the ¢ 
streets, and many loads of Jeaves col-' 


lected. Residence streets were cleaned 
twice during the week, and the businss 
streets each night. A daily record was 
kept of all flushing and cleaning done 
on the trunk line streets in the city and 
reported each month to the Comptroller, 
who received also a report of what work 
was done by every truck, tractor and 
maintainer belonging to the depart- 
ment. In the winter tractors and 
horse-drawn plows remove the snow, an 
ice-melting solution is now being tested 
and many loads of cinders are being 
put on the slippery crosswalks. 

Our motorized equipment consists of 
4 sprinklers, 2 flushers, 3 sweepers, 4 
maintainers, 1 snow loader, 6 tractors, 
2-cars, 10 trucks, and nearly all. of 
them are in constant use. 

Repairs and supplies for the City 
Hall, North Lansing and South Lansing 
Rest Rooms have been looked after, and 
report made of receipts; the city’s com- 
mission follows:

All rooms or places wherein 
any billiard tables, pool tables, baga- 
telle tables or pigeon-hole tables are 
kept for hire and all rooms used in con- 
nection therewith or opening into the 
same shall be closed on the first day of 
the week, commonly called Sunday, and 
on other days of the week from and 
after the hour of 12 o’clock p. m. until 
7 o’clock a. m. of the succeeding day, 
excepting that in all cases where a cigar 
store, news stand or other business is 
conducted in connection with such play- 
ing room or rooms or places, the room 
or place where such cigar store or news 
stand or other business is conducted 
may remain open: Provided, that all 
such pool tables, billiard tables, baga- 
telle tables and pigeon-hole tables shall 
be covered in such manner as to prevent 
play thereon during the hours such 
play is prohibited under the terms of 
this ordinance. Provided further, that 
no card game, dice game, or other game 
of chance shall be played or permitted 
to be played in such playing rooms or 
places or in rooms or places used in 
connection therewith during the hours 
that billiard, pool and other games are 
prohibited under the terms of this or- 
dinance.

If more than three persons file peti- 
tions for any one ward or city office, 
before their names are printed upon 
the offcial election ballot, a primary 
election shall be held to determine by 
choice which of said such persons names 
shall appear upon the official election 
ballot, and the three persons receiving 
the highest number of votes, shall be 
entitled to have their names placed on 
such ballots. In all such primaries, 
ballots shall be printed or caused to 
be printed by the City Clerk, and such 
ballots shall be designated as city pri-

In years in which a general primary 
election is held in the State of Michi- 
gan on the Tuesday succeeding the sec- 
ond Monday of September, preceding 
such general State election in Novem- 
ber, such city primary shall be held at 
the same time and upon the same date 
as such general primary election, and 
in years in which general state pri- 
maries are not held, such city primary 
shall be held on the Tuesday succeed- 
ing the second Monday of September 
of such year.

At a meeting of the Council held Feb- 
ruary 24th, the following motion was 
made, passed, reconsidered and referred 
to the City Attorney: 


‘That the penalty on all December, 
1930, taxes paid by March 16th, 1931, 
be remitted.’’ 


I am referring to Section 147 of the 
City Charter which provides that after 
the December roll is placed in the hands 
of the City Treasurer, the City Treas- 
urer shall proceed at once to the col- 
lection of same. If any taxes are un- 
paid on the 31st day of January, there 
shall be a penalty of four per cent for 
collection thereof, which penalty shalt 
belong to the Contingent Fund. 


This section also provides that the 
treasurer must account to and pay over 
to the County reasurer, the State and 
County taxes collected on or before the 
first day of March next following. 


Section 4050 of the tax law, compile@ 


in 1923, also provides that the City 
Treasurer must settle with the County 
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Treasurer:March Ist, following the col- 
lection. 


Section 4087 of the ‘tax law provides: 
To all taxes unpaid on the first day of 
March next, after their assessment, 
there shall be added interest at the rate 
of three-quarters of one per cent per 
month or fraction thereof, and to all 
taxes returned to the County Treasurer, 
there shail be added a collection fee of 
four per cent. Such interest and collec- 
tion fee shall be collected with such 
taxes, and the interest and taxes to be 
paid to the State, County and Town- 
ship in proportion to their several rights 
therein. ‘The collection fee paid and the 
county fee shall belong to the general 
fund of the county. ... 


The only penalty that the Council can 
‘remit would be the penalty that be- 
longs to the City of Lansing which 
would be from the first of February to 
the first of March. The four per cent 
fee provided for in the statutes belongs 
‘to the county and> state under the 
statute. ~ -

vided. for, shall not be present or remain 
in attendance the electors may choose, 
viva voce, such number of electors as, 
with the inspectors present, shall con- 
stitute a board of four in nun:ber, and 
such electors so chosen, shall be in- 
spectors, at that election, during the 
continuance thereof. Each inspector of 
elections shall receive as compensation 
therefor, such sum as may be deter- 
mined. by the City Council. Said chair- 
man of the board of inspectors, at or 
before the opening of the polls, shall 
appoint one or more electors residing 
in the ward, as clerks and gatekeepers 
of such election, and each of the clerks 
so appointed and each of the inspectors 
so chosen, shall take the constitutional 
oath of office, which oath either of the 
inspectors may administer. Such in- 
spectors, clerks and gatekeepers shall, 
so far as practicable, be chosen, that 
not more than one-half of such number 
of inspectors, clerks and gatekeepers 
shall belong to the same political party. 
Provided, that so far as practicable all 
political parties shall be represented 
at each election either on the board of 
election inspectors. or. as gatekeeper. 
Clerks of election shall receive the same 
compensation as inspectors of election 
Gatekeepers shall receive such compen- 
sation as may be determined by the 
City Council. Provided, that voting 
machines may be used in any wards or 
precinct if so ordered by the City 
Council. Gatekeepers and printed bal- 
lots may be dispensed with, when vot- 
ing machines are used. Provided, that 
in all matters for which provision is 
not herein made, the provisions of the 
general election law of the state, shall 
be applicable.

CITY OF LANSING 
TRAFFIC ORDINANCE 
AN ORDINANCE regulating traffic 


upon the public streets of the City of 
Lansing and repealing Ordinance No. 
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385 and all other ordinances and sec- 
tions of ordinances in conflict herewith: 
IT IS ORDAINED BY THE PEOPLE 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING: 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 


Section 1. 

Wherever in this Ordinance the fol- 
lowing terms are used, they shall have 
the meaning respectively ascribed to 
them in this section. 


Street or Highway. Every way or 
place of whatever nature open to the 
use of the public, as a matter of right, 
for purposes of vehicular travel. 

Private Road or Driveway. Every 
road or driveway not open to the use 
of the public for purposes of vehicular 
travel. 

Roadway. That portion of a street 
or highway between the regularly es- 
tablished curb lines or that part im- 
proved and intended to be used for 
vehicular travel. 


Sidewalk. That portion of a street. 


between the curb lines and the ad- 
pacent property lines. 

Intersection. The area embraced 
within the prolongation or connection 
of the lateral curb lines or, if none, 
then of the lateral boundary lines of 
two or more streets or highways which 
join one another at an angle, whether 
or not one such street or highway 
crosses the other. 

Crosswalk. That portion of a road- 
way ordinarily included within the pro- 
longation or connection of curb and 
property lines at intersections, or any 
other portion of a roadway clearly in- 
dicated for pedestrian crossing by lines 
or other markings on the surface. 

Safety Zone. The area or space of- 
ficially set apart within a roadway 
for the exclusive use of pedestrians and 
which is protected or is so marked or 
indicated by adequate signs as to he 
plainly visible at all times while set 
apart as a safety zone. 

Vehicle. Every device in, uwpol or by 
which any persom or property is or 


may be transported or drawn upon a 


public highway, except devices moved 
by human power or used exclusively 
upon stationary rails or tracks. 

Motor Vehicle. Every vehicle, as 
herein defined, which is self propelled. 

Street Car. Every device traveling 
exclusively upon rails when upon or 
crossing a street, other than cars or 
trains propelled or moved by steam. 

Authorized Emergency Vehicle. Ve- 
hicles of the Fire Department, police 
vehicles and such ambulances and 
emergency vehicles of municipal depart- 
ments or public service corporations as 
are designated or authorized by the 
City Council. 

Pedestrian. Any person afoot. 

Traffic. Pedestrains, ridden or herd- 
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ed animals, vehicles, street cars and 
other conveyances either singly or to- 
gether while using any street for pur- 
poses of travel. 

Right of Way. The privilege of the 
immediate use of the street or high- 


way. 

Parking. The standing of a vehicle, 
whether occupied or not, upon a road- 
way, otherwise than temporarily for the 
purpose of and while actually engaged 
in loading or unloading, or in obedience 
to traffic regulations or traffic signs 
or signals. 


' Official Traffic Signs. All signs, 
markings and devices, other than sig- 
nals, not inconsistent with this Ordin- 
ance, placed or erected ‘by authority of 
a public body or official having juris- 
diction, for the purpose of guiding, di- 
recting, warning or regulating traffic. 

Official Traffic Signals. All signals, 
not inconsistent with this Ordinance, 
placed or erected by authority of a 
public body or official having jurisdic- 
tion, for the purpose of directing, 
warning or regulating traffic. 


Traffic Control Signal. Any device, 
whether manually, electrically or me- 
chanically operated, by which traffic 
is if fae directed to stop and pro- 
ceed. 

Police Officers. Every officer of the 
Municipal Police Department or any of- 
ficer authorized to direct or regulate 
traffic or to make arrests for viola- 
tions of traffic regulations. 

Double-Parking. The standing of a 
vehicle upon a street outside of anoth- 
er vehicle which is parked at the curb. 

A Commercial Vehicle. A Commercial 
Vehicle as used in this Ordinance, shall 
mean and include all motor vehicles 
used for the transportation of passen- 
gers for hire and those constructed or 
used for transportation of goods, wares 
or merchandise. 

Business District. The territory con- 
tiguous to a highway when fifty per 
cent or more of the frontage thereon 
for a distance of three hundred feet or 
more is occupied by buildings in use 
for business. 

Residence District. The __ territory 
contiguous to a highway not compris- 
ing a business district when the front- 
age on such highway for a distance 
of three hundred feet or niore is main-' 
ly occupied by dwellings or by dwell- 
ings and buildings in use tor business. 


ARTICLE II 
-AUTHORITY OF POLICE 


Section 2. Police to Direct Traffic. 

It shall be the duty of the police De- 
partment of this city to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance. Officers 
of the Police Department are hereby 
authorized to direct all traffic either 
in person or by means of visible or 
audible signal in conformance with the 
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provisions of this Ordinance, provided 
that in the event of a fire or other 
emergency or to expedite traffic or 
safeguard pedestrians, officers of the 
Police or Fire Department may direct 
traffic. as conditions may require, not- 
withstanding the provisions of this Or- 
dinance. 


Section 3. Chief of Police Authorized 
to Adopt Emergency Regulations. 

The Chief of Police is hereby em- 
powered to make and enforce regula- 
tions necessary to make effective the 
provisions of this Ordinance and to 
make and enforce temporary regula- 
tions to cover emergency or special con- 
ditions. 


Section 4. Obedience to Police. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to refuse or fail to comply with any 
lawful order, signal or direction of a 
police officer. 

Section 5. Public Employees to Obey 
Traffic Regulations. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply to the driver of any vehicle 
owned by or used in the service of the 

U. S. Government, this State, County 
or City and it shall be unlawful for any 
said <lriver to violate any of the pro- 
visions. 

Section 6. Exceptions to Ambulances 
and Emergency Vehicles. 

The provisions of this Ordinance 
regulating the movement, parking and 
standing of vehicles, shall not apply to 


authorized emergency vehicles as de-‘ 


fined in this Ordinance while the dri- 
ver of such vehicle is operating the 
same in an emergency in the neces- 
sary performance of public duties. 
This exemption shall not. however pro- 
tect the driver of any such vehicle 
from the consequences of a_ reckless 
disregard of the safety of others. 
Section 7. Persons Fropelling Push 


Carts or Riding Bicycles or Animals 


to Obey Traffic Regulations. 

Every person propelling any push 
cart or riding a bicycle or an ani- 
mal upon a roadway, and every person 
driving any animal, shall be subject to 
the provisions of this Ordinance appli- 
cable to the driver of any vehicle, ex- 
cept those provisions of this Ordinance 
with reference to the equipment of ve- 
hicles and except those provisions 
which by their very nature can have 
no application. 

Section 8. Permission for Parades. 

Permission for all parades must be 
obtained from the Chief of Police or 
City Council and he or they may desig- 
nate the routes of said parade. | 


ARTICLE III 
TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 
Section 9. Traffic Signs and Signals. 


(a) The City Council shall by resolu- 
tion determine and _ designate the

character or type of all official traffic 
signs and signals. 

Subject to this selection, the Traffic 
Commission is hereby authorized, and 
as to those signs and signals required 
hereunder, it shall be their duty, to 
place and maintain or cause to be 
placed and maintained all official traf- 
fic signs and signals. All signs and 
signals required hereunder for a par- 
ticular purpose shall so far as practi- 
table be uniform as to type and loca- 
tion throughout the City. 


(b) No provision of this Ordinance 
for which signs are required shall be 
enforced against an alleged violator if, 
at the time and place of the alleged vio- 
lation, the sign herein required is not 
in proper position and_ sufficiently 
legible to be seen by an ordinary ob- 
servant person. Whenever a particu- 
lar section does not state that signs are 
required, such section shall be effec- 
tive without signs being erected to give 
notice thereof. 

(c) When any regulation is amended 
or repealed, the sign evidencing the ex- 
istence of the same shall be corres- 
pondingly changed or removed by the 
Traffic Commission. 


Section 10. Obedience’ to 
Signs and Signals. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of any vehicle or for the motorman of 
any street car to disobey the instruc- 
tions of any official traffic sign or sig- 
nal placed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, unless other- 
wise directed by'a police officer. 


Section 11. 
Legend. 


(a) Whenever traffic at an intersec- 
tion is controiled by traffic control sig- 
nals exhibiting colored lights or the 
words ‘‘Go,” ‘‘Caution’’ and ‘‘Stop,’’ 
said lights and terms shall indicate as 
follows, except as provided in Seetion 


18.

Red or ‘‘Stop’’—Traffic facing the 
Signal shall stop before entering the 
nearest crosswalk at the intersection or 
at such other point as may be desig- 
nated by the City Council, and remain 
standing until green or ‘‘Go’’ is shown 
alone. 

(b) The driver of a.vehicle or the 
motorman of a street car intending to 
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turn to the right or left at an inter- 
section where traffic is controlled by 
traffic control signals or by a police 
officer shall proceed to make either 
turn with proper care to avoid accident 
and only upon the ‘‘Go’’ signal, unless 
otherwise directed by a police officer 
or by official traffic signs or special 
signals. 


(c) A right hand turn may be made 
at all times. when proceeding with traf- 
fic ,providing the other provisions of 
this Ordinance are obeyed. A right 
hand turn may be made against the 
stop signal, providing the vehicle is 
brought to a complete stop before mak- 
ing the turn. 


Section 12. Display of Unauthorized 
Signs and Signals Prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person 
to place or maintain or to display up- 
on or in view of any street any unoffi- 
cial sign, signal or device which pur- 
ports to be or is an imitation of or re- 
sembles an official traffic sign or sig- 
nal or which attempts to direct the 
movement of traffic or which hides 
from view or interferes with the effec- 
tiveness of any official sign or signal. 
Every such prohibited sign, signal or 
device is hereby declared to be a pub- 
lic nuisance and the Traffic Commis- 
sion is hereby empowered to remove 
the same, or cause it to be removed, 
without notice. ’ 


Section 18. Interference with Signs 
and Signals Prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person 
to wilfully deface, injure, move, ob- 
struct or interfere with any official 
traffic sign or signal. 


Section 14. Chief of Police Author- 
ized to Designate Crosswalks. 


The Chief of Police is: hereby auth- 
orized to establish and to designate 
and. shall thereafter maintain, or cause 
to be maintained, by appropriate de- 
vices, marks or lines upon the surface 
of the roadway, crosswalks at intersec- 
tions where in his opinion there is par- 
ticular danger of pedestrians crossing 
the roadway, and at such other places 
as he may deem necessary. - 


Section 15. Chief of Police Author- 
ized to Designate Safety Zones and 
Lanes for Traffic. 


(a) The Chief of Police is hereby em- 
powered to establish safety zones of 
such kind and character and at such 
places as he may deem necessary for 
the protection of pedestrians. 


(b) The Chief of Police is also auth- 
orized to mark lanes for traffic on 
street pavement at such places as he 
may deem advisable, consistent with 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 
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Section 16. Right or Left Turn Pro- 
hibited. 


The driver of a vehicle shall not 
make a right or left turn at the fol- 
lowing intersection: 

Michigan Avenue at the intersection 
of Washington Avenue. 

Signs shall be erected and main- 
tained designating the provisions of 
this section. 


ARTICLE IV 


PEDESTRIANS’ RIGHTS AND 
DUTIES 


Section 17. Pedestrians’ Right of 


ay. 

(a) The driver of any vehicle shall 
yield the right of way to a pedestrian 
crossing the roadway within any 
marked crosswalk or within any un- 
marked crosswalk at the end of a block 
except at intersections where the move- 
ment of traffic is being regulated by 
police officers or traffic control sig- 
nals, or at any point where a pedes- 
trian tunnel or overhead crossing has 
been provided. 

(b) Whenever any vehicle has 
stopped at a marked crosswalk or at 
any intersection to permit a pedestrian 
to cross the roadway, it shall be un- 
lawful for the driver of any other ve- 
hicle approaching from the rear to over- 
take and pass such stopped vehicle. 

(c) Every pedestrian crossing a road- 
way at any point other than within a 
marked or unmarked crosswalk shall 
yield the right of way to vehicles upon 
the roadway. 

(d)} The provisions of this section 
shall not relieve the driver of a ve- 
hicle or the pedestrian from the duty 
to exercise due care. 


Section 18. Pedestrians’ Rights anc 
and Duties at Controlled Intersections. 


At intersections where traffic is con- 
trolled by traffic control signals or by 
police officers, drivers of vehicles shall 
yleid the right of way to pedestrians 
crossing or those who have started to 
cross the roadway on a green or ‘‘Go”’ 
signal, and in all other cases pedes- 
trians shall yield the rigkt ot way to 
vehicles lawfully proceeding directly 
ahead on a green or ‘‘Go’’ signal. 


Section 19. Pedestrians to Use Right 
Half of Crosswalks. 


Pedestrians shall meve, whenever 
practicable, upon the right half of 
crosswalks. 


Section 20. Pedestrians Soliciting 
rides. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
stand in a roadway for the purpose of 
soliciting a ride from the operator of 
any private vehicle. 
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ARTICLE V 
STREET CARS AND RAILROAD 
TRAINS 


Section 21. Passing Street Cars. 
_(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
overtake and pass upon the left any 
street car proceeding in the same di- 
rection, whether actually in motion or 
temporarily at rest. This provision 
shail not apply on one way streets, or 
on streets where the tracks are so lo- 
rt as to prevent compliance with the 
rule. 


(ob) The driver of a vehicle overtak- 
ing any street car stopped or about to 
stop for the purpose of receiving or 
discharging any passenger shall stop 
such vehicle to the rear of the nearest 
running board or door of such street 
car and keep it stationary until any 
such passenger has boarded such car 
or reached a place of safety, except 
that where a raised or protected safety 
zone has been established, a vehicle 
need not be stopped bcfore passing any 
such street car, but may proceed past 
such car at a speed not greater than is 
reasonable or proper, and with due 
caution for the safety of pedestrians. 
This provision shall not apply to pass- 
ing upon the left of any street car on 
& one-way street. 


Section 22. Driving on Street Car 
Tracks. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for the driv- 
er of any vehicle proceeding upon any 
Street car tracks in front of a street 
car upon a public street to fail to re- 
move such vehicle from the tracks as 
soon as practicable after signal from 
the motorman of said strect car. 

(b) When a street car has started to 
cross an intersection. no driver shall 
drive upon or across the car tracks 
within the intersection in front of the 
street car. 


Section 238. Driving Through Safety. 


Zone Prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
a vehicle at any time to drive the same 
over or through a safety zone, occu- 
pied or about to be occupied, as de- 
tined in this Ordinance. 


section 24. Boarding or Alighting 
from Street Cars or Vehicles. 


It shall be unlawful for any person 
to board or alight from any street car 
or vehicle while such street car ocr ve- 
hicle is in motion. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any street car or vehicle to pro- 
ceed unless the dcors of such street car 
or vehicle are closed. 


Section 25. Street Car Stops. 
(a) Street cars and buses shall stop 


on the near side of intersection streets 
for the purpose of taking on or dis-

charging passengers; Provided, that, 
when, in the opinion of the Chief of 
Police, a near-side stop would tend to 


cause danger, inconvenience or discom-— 


fort to passengers at a particular inter- 
section, he may order the far-side stop 
at such intersection and upon notice of 
such order the street car company or 
municipality operating such cars, its 
agents and employes, shall comply with 
the same and shall mark in a manner 
satisfactory to the Chief of Police the 
location of the stopping place of such 
cars. 

(b) The City Council may designate 
other streets at which street cars shall 
stop before crossing and upon notice of 
such regulation being served upon the 
company or municipality operating 
such street cars, it shall, through its 
agents and employes, thereafter comply 
with the same. 

(c) The Chief of Police and City 
Clerk shall keep an official copy of all 
orders served upon any operator of 
street railway cars which copy shall be 
available for public inspection. 

Section 26. Unlawful Riding. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to ride on any street car or vehicle 
upon any portion thereof not designed 
or intended for the use of passengers 
when the vehicle is in motion. This 
provision shall not apply to an employe 
engaged in unnecessary discharge of a 
duty, or to persons riding within truck 
bodies in space intended for mer- 
chandise. 


Section 27. Railway Trains and Street 
Cars not to Block Streets. 

It shall be unlawful for the directing 
officer or the operator of any steam 
or street railway train or car to direct 
the operation of or to operate the same 
in such a manner as to prevent the use 
of any street for purposes of travel for 
a period of time longer than five min- 
utes, except that this provision shall not 
apply to trains or cars in motion other 
than those engaged in switching. It 
shall be unlawful for any street railway 
train or car to stop within an intersec- 
tion or on a crosswalk for the purpose 
of receiving or discharging passengers. 

ARTICLE VI 
STOPPING, STANDING AND 
PARKING 

Section 28. Use Side Nearest Curb. 

So far as practicable all persons shall 
alight from yehicles and board the 
same upon the side nearest to the curb. 

Section 29. Stopping Prohibited in 
Specified Places. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
a vehicle to stop, stand or park such 
vehicle in any of the following places, 
except when necessary to avoid con- 
flict with other traffic or in compliance 
with the directions of a police officer 
or traffic control sign or signal: 

(1) Within an intersection. 

(2) On a crosswalk. 

(3) Between a safety zone and the ad- 
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jacent curb or within thirty (30) feet of 
points on the curb immediately op- 
posite the ends of a safety zone, unless 
‘the Chief of Police shall indicate a dif- 
ferent length by signs or markings. 

(4) Within twenty-five (25) feet from 
the intersection of curb lines, or if none, 
then within fifteen (15) feet of the in- 
tersection of property lines at an in- 
tersection, except at alleys. 

(5) Within thirty (30) feet upon the 
approach to any flashing beacon, stop 
sign or traffic control signal located 
at the side of the roadway. 

(6) Within fifty (50) feet of the drive- 
way entrance to any fire station. 

(7) Within fifteen (15) feet of a fire 
hydrant. 

(8) In front of a private driveway. 

(9) On a sidewalk. 

(10) Alongside or opposite any street 
excavation or obstruction when such 
stopping, standing or parking would ob- 
struct traffic. 

(11) On the roadway side of any vehi- 
cle stopped or parked at the edge or 
curb of a street. 

(12) At any place where official traf- 
fic signs have been erected prohibiting 
standing and parking. 

(13) On the left of the center of the 
street at a railroad crossing or other 
crossings where there are stop signals. 

Section 30. Standing for Loading or 
Unloading Only in Certain Places. 

(a) The Chief of Police shall have 
authority to determine the location of 
passenger zones and loading zones and 
shatl erect and maintain or cause to be 
maintained appropriate signs indicating 
the same. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of a vehicle to stop, stand or 
park said vehicle for a period of time 
longer than is necessary for the expedi- 
tious loading or unloading of passengers 
in any place marked as a passenger 
zone. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of a vehicle to stop, stand, or park 
said vehicle for a period of time longer 
than is necessary for the expeditious 
loading or unloading of passengers, or 
for the unloading and delivery or pick 
up and loading of materials, in any 
place marked as a loading zone. In no 
case shall the stop for loading and for 
unloading of materials exceed thirty 
(30) minutes. 

Section 31. Chief of Police Authorized 
to Designate Bus Stops, Taxicab Stands 
and Hackney Stands. 


The authority of the Chief of Police 
to establish bus stops, taxicab stands 
and hackney stands is hereby recog- 
nized. 

Section 32. Other Vehicles Prohibited 
from Parking in Bus Stops, Taxicab 
Stands or Hackney Stands. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver ot 
any vehicle other than a bus to stand 
or park in an officially designated bus 
stop, or for any vehicle other than a

taxicab stand, or for any vehicle other 
than a hackney to stand or park in an 
officially designated hackney stand, ex- 
cept that the driver of any passenger 
vehicle may temporarily stop in any 
such stop or stand for the purpose of 
and while actually engaged in the load- 
ing or unloading of passengers. 


Section 33. Buses, Taxicabs, and 
Hackneys Prohibited from Parking ex- 
cept in Designated Stands. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any bus, taxicab or hackney to stand 
or park upon any street in any business 
district at any place other than at a 
bus stop, taxicab stand or hackney 
stand respectively, except that this pro- 
vision shall not prevent the driver of 
any such vehicle from temporarily stop- 
ping in accordance with other stopping 
or parking regulations at any place for 
the purpose of and while actually en- 
gaged in loading or unloading passen- 
gers. 

Section 34. Parking Commercial Vehi- 
cles Regulated. 

(a) No detached trailers shall be 
parked in any street or alley. 

(b) No truck of more than thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be parked in any 
public street or alley for more than one 
hour. 

(c) No vehicle shall project more 
than twenty (20) feet from the curb. 

Section 35. Parking Prohibited in Cer- 
tain Places. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any driver 
to stop, stand or park any vehicle upon 
a street, other than an alley, in such a 
manner or under such conditions as to 
leave available less than ten (10) feet of 
the width of the roadway for free move- 
ment of vehicular traffic, except that 
a driver may stop temporarily during 
the actual loading or unloading of pass- 
engers or when necessary in obedience 
to traffic regulations or traffic signs or 
signals or a police officer. 

(b) The Chief of Police shall have au- 
thority to designate no parking zones 
in front of the entrance of any theater, 
church, office building, public dance 
hall, club, private or public driveway. 
or building which is designated to be 
a building in which a large number of 
people are accustomed to gather. No ve- 
hicle shall be permitted to stand, in 
such no parking zones, except for the 
purpose of stopping to take on or dis- 
charging passengers or merchandise. 

Section 36. Parking Time Limited in 
Designated Places. 


All vehicles, except as herein noted, 
shall be parked parallel to and with 
the right side of the car within 12 
luches or the curb. 

(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than one 
hour on the same side of the street, in 
any one block, at any one time, between 


.the hours of 8:00 a. m. and 6:00 p. m. of 


any day except Sundays and legal holi- 
days in the following described district: 
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Allegan street, from Capitol avenue to 
Grand avenue.

when school is in session. 

(d) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than 15 
minutes, at any time, between the hours 
of 9:00 a. m. and 8:00 p. m., of any 
day except Sundays and legal holidays, 
in the following described district: 

Capitol avenue, N., on the east side, 
from 220 N. Capitol avenue, to a point 
50 feet to the north. 

Capitol avenue, §S., on the east side, 
from Allegan street north to the alley. 

Factory street, on the west side of 
the 1100 block from Grand River avenue 
to a point 30 feet to the south.

(d) Vehicles shall not park in public 
alleys. Provided, that commercial vehi- 
cles may park in public alleys not 
longer than necessary to load and un- 
load, and when so parked, such vehi- 
cles shall stand as close as possible to 
the right side of such alley so as to 
permit other vehicles to pass. 

Section 38. All Night Parking Pro- 
hibited. 
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It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any vehicle to park said vehicle on any 
street between the hours of (2) A. M. 
and (5) A. M. of any day. 

Section 39. Obstructing Street Pro- 
hibited. ; 

(a) No vehicle shall be allowed to 
remain upon or be driven through any 
highway so as to blockade or obstruct 
the said highway. 


(b) Whenever a _ vehicle becomes 
stalled upon a street or when, because 
of damage or other reason, it cannot be 
moved by its own power and conse- 
quently blockades the street or inter- 
feres with the use of same by other ve- 
hicles, it shall be the duty of its owner 
and its operator to remove the same, 
by towing or otherwise, within a rea- 
sonable time. 

Section 40. Standing or 
Close to Curb. 


(a) Except when necessary in obedi- 
ence to traffic regulations or traffic 
signs or signals, the driver of a vehicle 
shall not stop, stand or park such vehi- 
cle in a roadway other than parallel 
with the edge of the roadway, headed 
in the direction of traffic, and with the 
eurb-side wheels of the vehicle within 
12 inches of the edge of the roadway, 
except as provided in the following par- 
agraphs: 

(1) Upon those streets which have 
been marked or signed for angle park- 
ing, vehicles shall be parked at the an- 
gle to the curb indicated by such marks 
or signs. 

(2) The City Council shall determine 
upon what streets angle parking shall 
be permitted and the Traffic Commis- 
sion shall mark or sign such streets or 
cause the same to be marked or signed. 

Section 41. Parking Between Curb 
and Sidewalk Prohibited. 

No motor vehicle shall be parked, 
kept or stored between the curb and 
sidewalk, except where said space is 
paved, on any street within the City of 
Lansing. 

Section 42. 
Prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
park upon a street any vehicle displayed 
for sale. 

Section 48. Using Vehicle for Pri- 
mary Purpose of Displaying Advertis- 
ing Prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
tO operate or to park on any street any 
vehicle for the exclusive or primary 
purpose of displaying advertising. 

ARTICLE VII 
OPERATION OF VEHICLES 

Section 44. Stop Before Entering a 
Through Street. 

(a) The following streets and parts 
of streets are hereby declared to con- 
stitute stop streets for the purpose of 
this section: 

All streets designated as state or U. 
S. trunk lines and Washington Avenue, 
North and South.

Every driver of a vehicle or other 
conveyance or motorman of a street car 
traveling on any street intersecting any 
stop street above designated shall stop 
such vehicle, other conveyance or street 
car at the place where such street meets 
the prolongation of the nearest property 
line of such through street, subject, 
however, to the direction of any traffic 
control sign or signal or any police offi- 
cer at sucn untersectian. 

The Traffic Commission is hereby 
authorized and required to place and 
maintain or cause to be placed and 
maintained on each and every street in- 
tersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line 
of the stop street, appropriate signs 
upon the streets (and in addition there- 
to may place and maintain any appro- 
priate device or marks in the roadway) 
such signs, devices or marks to bear 
the word ‘“‘Stop’’ and such signs to be 
located in such position and to he pro- 
vided with letters of a size to be clearly 
legible from a distance of at least one 
hundred feet along the street intersect- 
ing the stop street. 

(b) The following intersections are 
hereby designated at which the City 
Council may erect at one or more en- 
trances to any intersection stop signs 
of the type and to have the effect of 
the stop signs provided for in subdi- 
vision (a) of this section. 

(c) The driver of any vehicle who 
has stopped as required by law in obe- 
dience to a stop sign at an intersection 
shall yield to other vehicles within the 
intersection or approaching so closely 
on the intersecting street as to consti- 
tute an immediate hazard, but said 
driver having so yielded may proceed, 
and other vehicles approaching the in- 
tersection on the intersecting street 
shall yield to the vehicle so proceeding 
into or crossing the intersecting street. 
‘ Section 45. One-Way Streets or Al- 

eys. 

Vehicular traffic shall move only in 
the indicated direction: Upon such 
streets or alleys as the City Council 
may hereafter direct. 

A sign indicating the direction of traf- 
fic shall be erected and maintained at 
every intersection where movement in 
the opposite direction is prohibited 

Section 46. Drive on Right Side rf 
Highway. 

(a) Upon all highways of sufficient 
width, other than one-way highways, a 
vehicle shall be driven upon the right 


half of the highway except when uw! 


right half is out of repair and for such 
reason impassable or when overtaking 
and passing another vehicle subject to 
the limitations set forth in Section 47. 

(b) In driving upon the right half 
of a highway the driver shall drive as 
closely as practicable to the right hand 
edge or curb of the highway except 
when overtaking or passing another ve- 
hicle, or when placing a vehicle in po- 
sition to make a left turn. 
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(c) In approaching any bridge, via- 
duct, or tunnel, or approaching or cross- 
ing a railroad right of way or an in- 
tersection of highways, the driver of a 
vehicle shall at all times cause such 
vehicle to travel on the right half of 
the highway unless such right half is 
out of repair and for such reason im- 
passable. This provision shall not ap- 
ply upon a one-way street. 

(d) In driving upon a one-way high- 
way the driver shall drive as closely as 
practicable to the right-hand edge or 
curb of the highway except when over- 
taking or passing or traveling parallel 
with another vehicle or when placing a 
vehicle in position to make a left turn. 

Section 47. Limitations on Driving 
on Left Side of Highway. 


The driver of a vehicle shall not drive 
to the left side of the center line of a 
highway in overtaking and passing an- 
other vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction unless such left side is clearly 
visible and is free from oncoming traf- 
fic for a sufficient distance ahead to 
permit such overtaking and passing to 
be completely made without impeding 
the safe operation of any vehicle ap- 
proaching from the opposite direction 
or any vehicle overtaken, nor shall the 
driver of a vehicle in any event drive 
to the left side of the center line of a 
highway when approaching the crest 
of a grade or upon a curve in the high- 
way where the driver’s view along the 
highway is obstructed within a safe 
driving distance. 

Section 48. Overtaking a Vehicle. 

Except as otherwise provided in this 
section the following rules shall govern 
the overtaking and passing of vehicles: 

(a) The driver of a vehicle overtak- 
ing another vehicle proceeding in the 
same direction shall pass to the left 
thereof at a safe distance and shall not 
again drive to. the right side ot the 
highway until safely clear of such over- 
taken vehicie. r 

(b) The driver of an overiaken vehi- 
cle shall give way to the right in favor 
ot the overtaking vehicle on suitable 
and audible signal and shall not in- 
crease the sneea of his vehicle until 
completely passed by the overtaking 
vehicle. 

(c) In the event vehicles on a street 
or highway are moving in two or more 
substantially continuous lines the pro- 
visions of subdivisions (a) and (b) of 
this section shall not be considered as 
rroh biting the vehicles in one such lie 
overtaking or passing the vehicles in 
another such line either upon the right 
or the left, nor shall the provisions of 
subdivisions (a) and (b) of this section 
be construed to prohibit a driver over- 
taking and passing upon the right an- 
other vehicle which is making or about 
to make a left turn. 

‘(d) The driver of an overtaking mo- 
tor vehicle when traveling outside of a 
business or residence district and under 
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other conditions when necessary to in- 
sure safe operation shall give audible 
warning with his horn or other warning 
device before passing or attempting to 
pass a vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction. 

Section 49. Restrictions as to Speed. 

(a) Basic Rule. 

No person shall drive a vehicle upon 
a highway at a speed greater than is 
reasonable and prudent, having due re- 
gard to the traffic, surface and width 
of the highway and the hazard at inter- 
sections and any other conditions then 
existing. 

Nor shall any person drive at a speed 
which is greater than will permit the 
driver to exercise proper control of the 
vehicle and to decrease speed or to stop 
as may be necessary to avoid colliding 
with any person, vehicle or other con- 
veyance upon or entering the highway 
in compliance with legal requirements 
and with the duty of drivers and other 
persons using the highway to exercise 
due care, provided, that this provision 
shall not be construed to relieve the 
plaintiff in any civil action from the 
burden of proving negligence upon the 
part of the defendant as the proximate 
cause of an accident. 


Any person violating the above basic 
rule shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(b) Application of Indicated Speeds. 

Any person who drives a vehicle upon 
a highway at a speed in excess of that 
indicated as follows for the particular 
district or location, and who, while so 
driving, violates the bas‘e rule set forth 
in subdivision (a) shall upon convic- 
tion be punished by imprisonment in 
the County or Municipa! jal! ior a per- 
od of not more than ninety days, or by 
fine of not more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Said indicated speeds are as follows: 

Ten miles per hour: 

a. When driving in an alley. 

b. When making a turn at a cor. 
ner. 

2. Fifteen miles per hour: 

a. When passing a school build- 
building or the grounds thereof 
during school recess or while 
children are going to or leaving 
school during opening or clos- 
ing hours. 

3. Twenty miles per hour: 

a. In any residence district as 
defined herein. 

(c) Complaints and Notices to Ap- 
pear. 

In every charge of violation of this 
Section the compiaint, also the summons 
or notice to appear, shall specify the 
speed at which the defendant is alleged 
to have driven, also the speed indicated 
in this Section for the district or loca- 
tion, and in the event chargé shall also 
be, made of violation of any other pro- 
vision of this act, the complaint and 
the summons or notice to appear shall 
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also specify such other offense alleged 
to have been committed. 

Section 50. When Speed Limit Not 
Applicable. 

The speed limits set forth in this act 
shall not apply to authorized emergency 
vehicles when operated in emergencies 
and the drivers thereof sound audible 
signal by bell, siren or exhaust whistle. 
This provision shall not relieve the 
driver of an authorized emergency ve- 
hicle from the duty to drive with due 
regard for the safety of all persons us- 
ing the street, nor shall it protect the 
driver of any such vehicle from the con- 
sequence of a reckless disregard of the 
safety of others. 

Section 51. Minimum Speed Regula- 
tions. 


It shall be unlawful for any person 
unnecessarily to drive at such a slow 
speed as to impede or block the normal 
and reasonable movement of traffic ex- 
cept when reduced speed is necessary 
for safe operation or because upon a 
grade or when the vehicle is a truck or 
truck and trailer necessarily or in com- 
pliance with law proceeding at reduced 
speed. 

Traffic and police officers are hereby 
authorized to enforce this provision by 
directions to drivers, and in the event of 
apparent wilful disobediance to this 
provision and refusal to comply with 
direction of an officer in accordance 
herewith the continued slow operation 
by a driver shall be unlawful and con- 
stitute a misdemeanor. 

section 524. Kignt of Way Between 
Vehicles. 

(a) Vehicles approaching an intersec- 
tion. The driver of a vehicle approach- 
ing an intersection shall yield the right 
of way to a vehicle or street car which 
has entered the intersection. When two 
vehicles enter an intersection at the 
same time the driver of the vehicle on 
the left shall yield to the driver on the 
right. 

(b) Vehicle entering a stop highway. 
The driver of any vehicle who has stop- 
ped as required by law at the entrance 
to a stop highway shall yield to other 
ve hicles within the intersection or ap- 
proaching so closely on the stop high- 
way as to constitute an immediate haz- 
ard, but said driver having so yielded 
may proceed and other vehicles ap- 
proaching the intersection on the stop 
highway shall yield to the vehicle so 


proceeding into or across the stop high- 


way. 

(c) Vehicle turning left at an inter- 
section. The driver of a vehicle within 
an intersection intending to turn to the 
left shall yield to any vehicle approach- 
ing from the opposite direction which is 
within the intersection or so close 
thereto as to constitute an immediate 
hazard, byt said driver having so 
yielded and having given a signal when 
and as required by law may make such 
left turn, and other vehicles approach- 
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ing the intersection from said opposite 
direction shall yield to the driver mak- 
ing the left turn. 

Section 538. Exceptions to Right of 
Way. 

(a) The driver of a vehicle entering 
a public highway from a private road 
or drive shall yield the right of way to 
all vehicles approaching on such public 
highway. 

(b) The driver of a vehicle upon a 
highway shall yield the right of way to 
authorized emergency vehicles when the 
latter are operated in emergencies and 
the drivers thereof sound audible sig- 
nal. This provision shall not operate to 
relieve the driver of an authorized 
emergency vehicle from the duty to 
drive with due regard for the safety 
of all persons using the highway, nor 
shall it protect the driver of any such 
vehicle from the consequence of an ar- 
bitrary exercise of such right of way. 

Section 54. Reckless Driving. 


Any person who drives any vehicle 
upon a highway carelessly and heed- 
lessly in wilful or wanton disregard of 
the rights or safety of others, or with- 
out due caution and circumspection and 
at a speed or in a manner so as to en- 
danger or be likely tn endanger any 
person or property, shall be guilty of 
reckless driving. 


‘Every person who is convicted of 
reckless driving shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the Muncipal jail for a 
period of not less than five days nor 
more than ninety days, or by fine of 
not less than ten (10) dollars nor more 
than one hundred (100) doliars or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, and 
on a second or subsequent conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not less than ten days nor more than 
six months, or by a fine of not less 
than twenty-five (25) dollars nor more 
than one hundred (100) dollars, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 55. Following Too Closely. 


The driver of a motor vehicle shali 
not follow another vehicle more closely 
than is reasonable and prudent, having 
due regard for the speed of such vehi- 
cles and the traffic upon and condi- 
tions of.the highway. 


Section 56. Special Regulations Ap- 
plicable on Streets and Highways 
Laned for Traffic. 


Whenever any street or highway has 
been divided into clearly marked lanes 
for traffic, drivers of vehicles shall obey 
the following regulations: 

(a) A vehicle shall normally be 
driven in the lane nearest the right 
hand edge or curb of the highway 
when said lane is available for travel 
except when overtaking another vehi- 
cle or in preparation for a left turn. 

(b) A vehicle shall be driven as 
nearly as is practicable entirely within 
a single lane and shall not be moved 
from such lane until the driver has first 
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ascertained that such movement can be 
made with safety. 

(c) Upon a highway which is divided 
into three lanes a vehicle shall not be 
driven in the center lane except when 
overtaking and passing another vehicle 
or in preparation for a left turn or un- 
less such center lane is at the time al- 
located exclusively to traffic moving in 
the direction the vehicle is proceeding 
and is signposted or marked to give no- 
tice of such allocation. 

Section 57. Persons Under the Influ- 
ence of Intoxicating Liquor or Narcotic 
Drugs. . 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
who is an habitual user of narcotic 
drugs, or any person who is under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor ar nar- 
ecotic drugs, to drive any vehicle upon 
any street or other public way. 

It shall also be unlawful for the owner 
of any vehicle or any person having 
such vehicle in charge or in control, 
to authorize or knowingly ailow the 
same to be driven or operated by any 
person under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, or any narcotic drug upon 
any public highway. 

Any person convicted of a violation 
of this section shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the municipal jail for not 
less than ten days nor more than six 
months, or by fine of not less than fifty 
(50) dollars, nor more than five hun- 
dred (500) dollars, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 


Section 58. Operation of Vehicles on 
Approach of Authorized Emergency Ve- 
hicles. 

Upon the approach of any authorized 
emergency vehicle or vehicles giving 
audible signal, the driver of every other 
vehicle shall immediately drive the same 
to a position as near as possible and 
parallel to the right hand edge or curb 
of the street, clear of any intersection, 
and shall stop and remain in such posi- 
tion until the authorized emergency ve- 
hicle or vehicles shall have passed, un- 
less otherwise directed by a police of- 
ficer; and the motorman of every street 
car shall immediately stop such car 
« ear of any intersection and keep it in 
such position until the authorized emer- 
gency vehicle or vehicles shall have 
passed, unless otherwise directed by a 
police officer. 

Section 59. Following Fire Apparatus 
Prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any vehicle, other than one on official 
business, to follow closely any fire ap- 
paratus traveling in response to a fire 
alarm, or to drive into or to stop any 
vehicle within the block where fire ap- 
paratus has stopped in answer to a fire 
alarm. 

Section 60. Crossing Fire Hose. 

No street car or vehicle shall be 
driven over any unprotected hose of the 
fire department when laid down on any 
street, private driveway or street car 
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track to be used at any fire or alarm 
of fire without the consent of the fire 
department official in command. 


Section 61. Unlawful to Drive 
Through Procession Unless Directed by 
Traffic Control Signals or by Police 
Officer. 


It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any vehicle or motorman of any street 
car to interrupt by driving between or 
cutting in on the vehicles comprising 
a funeral or other authorized procession 
while they are in motion, provided that 
said vehicles are conspicuously so des- 
ignated. This provision shall not apply 
at intersections where traffic is con- 
trolled by traffic control signals or po- 
lice officers. 


Section 62. Limitations on Turning 
Around. 

It shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any vehicle to turn such vehicle so as 
to proceed in the opposite direction un- 
less such movement can be made in 
safety and without backing or other- 
wise interfering with other traffic. No 
person shall turn any vehicle around at 
any street intersection. 

Section 63. Signals — Turning and 
Stopping. 

Before turning to the right or the 
left to leave a street, and before turn- 
ing around or stopping thereon or be- 
fore materially varying the course in 
which the vehicle is proceeding, the 


driver of a vehicle shall give a timely: 


warning signal to other drivers by ex- 
tending the arm beyond and outside of 
the vehicle, holding the same in a 
horizontal position for a sufficient time 
to apprise approaching drivers of vehi- 
cles of his intention to change his 
course or stop, as the case may be. 
Provided, however, that in lieu of such 
signal, signals may be given by any 
mechanical or electrical device which 
cenvevs an intellible warning to an- 
other driver approaching from the rear. 
In all cases the driver of a vehicle to 
whom such signal has been given, as 
required in this section, shall bring and 
keep his vehicle under such control as 
to be able to avoid an accident resul* 
ing from any misunderstanding of such 
signals, and shall in all cases heed any 
een warning as shall have been given 

im. 

Section 64. Standing Vehicles. Give 
Signal. 


A standing vehicle about to start shall 
give moving vehicles the right of way 
and the operator thereof shall give a 
timely and visible warning signal by 
extending the arm, as provided in the 
preceding section, before so starting: 
no vehicle shall start or pull away from 
the curb while a steret car is passing 
abreast of such vehicle. 


Section 65. Turning at Intersections. 
The driver of a vehicle intending to 
turn at an intersection shall do so as 
follows unless a different method of 
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turning is directed by buttons, mark- 
ers or signs at intersections, in which 
event turns shall be made in accord- 
ance with the directions of such mark- 
ers, buttons or signs: 

(a) Approach for a right turn shall 
be made in the lane for traffic nearest 
to the right hand side of the highway 
and the right turn shall be made as 
closely as practicable to the right hand 
curb or edge of the highway. 

(b) Approach for a left turn shall 
' be made in the lane for traffic to the 
right of and nearest to the center line 
of the highway, and the left turn shall 
be made by passing to the right of such 
center line where it enters the inter- 
section and upon leaving the intersec- 
tion by passing to the right of the cen- 
ter line of the highway then entered. 


(c) Approach for a left turn from a 
two-way street into a one-way street 
shall be made in the lane for traffic to 
the right of and nearest to the center 
line of the highway and by passing to 
the right of such center line where it 
enters the intersection. A _ left turn 
from a one-way street into a two-way 
street shall be made by passing to the 
right of the center line of the street 
being entered upon leaving the intersec- 
tion. 

Section 66. Turning Around Prohib- 
ited Upon Curve or Approach to Crest 
of Grade. 

The driver of a vehicle shall not turn 
such vehicle around so as to proceed 
in the opposite direction upon any curve 
or upon the approach to or near the 
crest of a grade or at any place upon 
a highway where the view of such ve- 
hicle is obstructed within a safe driv- 
ing distance along the highway in either 
direction. 

Section 67. Limitation on Backing. 

The driver of a vehicle shall not back 
the same unless such movement can be 
made in safety. 

Section 68. Emerging from Alley or 
Private Driveway. 


The driver of a vehicle emerging from 
an alley, drive way or building shail 
stop such vehicle immediately prior to 
driving onto a sidewalk or onto the 
sidewalk area extending across an alley. 


Section 69. Stop Required in Obedi- 
ence to Signal Indicating Approach of 
Train. 

Whenever any person driving a 
vehicle approaches a highway and inter- 
urban or steam railway grade crossing 
and a clearly visible and positive sig- 
nal gives warning of the immediate ap- 
proach of a railway train or car, it shall 
be unlawful for the driver of the vehicle 
to fail to stop the vehicle before traver- 
sing such grade crossing. 

Section 70. Vehicles Shall Not Be 
Driven on Sidewalk. 

The driver of a vehicle shall not drive 
within any sidewalk area except at a 
permanent or temporary driveway. 
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Section 71. Excessive Noise or Smoke 
Prohibited. 

It shall be deemed a violation of this 
Ordinance for any person in charge or 
control of any vehicle to make, with 
such vehicle, or any device connected 
therewith any excessive noise to annoy 
the public, or unnecessarily to race his 
motor while running idle, or to open the 
muffler on any vehicle, or to permit 
such vehicle or any device thereon to 
emit an unreasonable quantity of smoke, 
or noxious gases or vapor. 


Section 72. Obstruction to Driver’s 
View of Driving Mechanism. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of any vehicle to drive the same when 
such vehicle is so loaded, or when there 
are in the front seat of such vehicle 
such number of persons, as to obstruct 
the view of the driver to the front or 


‘sides, or to interfere with the opera- 


tor’s control over the driving mechan- 
ism of the vehicle. 

(b) Not more than three persons shall 
occupy the front or driver’s seat of a 
motor vehicle and no person, adult or 
minor, shall be seated in the lap of the 
driver nor shall be seated in the lap of 
a& person occupying the front seat. 
when the motor vehicle is in motion. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any pass- 
enger in a vehicle or street car to ride 
in such position as to interfere with the 
driver’s view ahead or to the sides, or 
to interfere with the driver’s control 
over the driving mechanism of the 
vehicle. 

(ad) Drivers shall have an unobstruct- 
ed view to the rear of their vehicles by 
direct view or by mirror. Windshield in 
front of a driver shall be kept clear of 
dirt, snow and ice or opened so that 
the driver’s view is unobstructed. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to 
drive any vehicle upon a highway with 
any sign, poster or other non-transpar- 
ent material upon the front windshield, 
side wings, side or rear windows of 
such motor vehicle other than a certi- 
ficate or other paper required to be 
displayed by law. 

Section 73. Horns and Warning De- 
vices. 

(a) Every motor vehicle when oper- 
ated upon a highway shall be equipped 
with a horn in good working order cap- 
able of emitting a sound audible un- 
der normal conditions from a distance of 
not less than two hundred feet, and it 
shall be unlawful, except as otherwise 
provided in this section, for any ve- 
hicle to be equipped with or for any 
person to use upon a vehicle any siren, 
exhaust, compression or spark plug 
whistle or for any person at any time 
to use a horn otherwise than as a rea- 
sonable warning or to make any un- 
necessary or unreasonable loud or harsh 
sound by means of a horn or other 
warning device. No horn or other device 


‘used for giving audible signals shall be 
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sounded while cars are standing in the 
street, except to prevent an accident. 

(b) Every police and fire department 
and fire igh vehicle and any am- 
bulance used for emergency calls may 
be equipped with a bell, siren or ex- 
haust whistle. 

Section 74. Brakes. 

Every motor vehicle when operated 
on a highway shall be equipped with 
brakes adequate to control the move- 
ment of and to stop and to hold such 
vehicle, including two separate means 
of applying the brakes, each of which 
shall be effective to apply the brakes to 
at least two wheels and so constructed 
that no part which is liable to failure 
shall be common to two, except that a 
motorcycle need be equipped with only 
one brake. 

Adequate brakes shall consist of a 


service brake capable of stopping the, 


vehicle within a distance of 40 feet from 
a speed of 20 miles an hour on a dry. 
smooth, hard surface road free, from 
any loose material; and an emergency 
brake capable of holding the vehicle on 
any grade which it can ascend. 

Section 75. Clinging to Moving Ve- 
hicles. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
traveling upon any bicycle, motorcycle, 
coaster, sled, roller skates, or any toy 
vehicle to cling to or attach himself or 
his vehicle to any other moving vehicle 
or street car upon any roadway. 

Section 76. Riding on Handle Bars 
Prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for the operator 
of any bicycle or motorcycle, when 
upon the street to carry any other per- 
son upon the handle bar, frame or 
tank of any such vehicle, or for any 
person to so ride upon any such vehi- 
cle. 


Section 77. Use of Coasters, Rulle 
Skates and Similar Devices Restricted. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
upon roller skates or riding in or by 
means of any coaster toy vehicle, or 
similar device, to go upon any road- 
way except while crossing a street on 
a crosswalk. 


Section 78. Motor Vehicles Left Unat- 
tended, Brakes to Be Set and Engine 
Stopped. 

No person having control or charge of 
a motor vehicle shall allow such vehi- 
cle to stand on any street unattended 
without first setting the brakes thereon 
and stopping the motor of said vehicle, 
and, when standing upon a perceptible 
grade without turning the wheels of 
such vehicle to the curb or the side of 
the street or highway. It shall not be 
required of the operator of a commer- 
cial vehicle that the engine be stopped, 
although brakes must be set and that 
the other provisions of this section be 
followed. 


Section 79. Lights on Parked Vehicles. 
Whenever a vehicle is parked or 
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stopped on a street during the times 
between one-half hour after sunset and 
one half hour before sunrise or at any 
other time when there is not sufficient 
light to render clearly discernible any 
vehicle on the street from a distance of 
200 feet, there shall be displayed upon 
such vehicle one or more lamps, one 
one of which shall be'on the roadway 
side and project a white light visible 
under normai atmospheric conditions 
from a distance of 200 feet to the front 
of such vehicle and one of which lamps 
shall project a red light visible under 
like conditions from a distance of 200 
feet to the rear, except that such park- 
ing light or lights need not be display- 
ed upon any vehicle stopped or parked 
in accordance with other provisions of 
this Ordinance upon any street de- 
signated by the City Council where 
there is sufficient light to reveal any 
person within a distance of 200 feet 
upon such street. 

Section 80. Required Lighting Equip- 
ment on Vehicles. 


(a) When Vehicles Must be Equipped. 

Every vehicle upon a highway within 
this city during the period from a half 
hour after sunset to a half hour before 
sunrise and at'any other time when 
there is not sufficient light to render 
clearly discernible any person on the 
highway at a distance of 200 feet shall 
be equipped with lighted front and rear 
lamps as in this section respectively re- 
quired for different classes of vehicles 
and subject to exemption with reference 
to lights on parked vehicles as declared 
in Section 79. 


(b) Head Lamps on Motor Vehicles. 

Every motor vehicle other than a 
motorcycle, roadroller, road machinery, 
or farm tractor shall be equipped with 
two head lamps at the front and on op- 
posite sides of the motor vehicle, which 
head lamps shall comply with the re- 
quirements and limitations set forth in 
Section 79. 


(c) Head Lamps on Motorcycles. 

Every motorcycle shall be equipped 
with at least one and not more than two 
head lamps which shall comply with the 
requirements and limitations set forth 
in section 79. 

(d) Rear Lamps. 

Every motor vehicle and every trailer 
or semi-trailer which is being drawn 
at the end of a train of vehicles shall 
carry at the rear a lamp of the type 
which exhibits a red light plainly 
visible under normal atmospheric con- 
ditions from a distance of 500 feet to 
the rear of such vehicle and so con- 
structed and placed that the number 
plate carried on the rear of such vehicle 
shall under like conditions be so il- 
luminated by a white light as to be read 
from a distance of 50 feet to the rear of 
such vehicle. 

(e) Warning Lights. 

All trucks weighing more than two 
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tons and all tractors, trailers and buses 
operated on the public highways except 
within the limits of incorporated cities 
and villages, shall display in the front 
and rear three green warning lights 
sufficient candle power to be plainly 
visible at a distance of not less than 200 
feet: Provided, however, that motor 
vehicles equipped with acetylene head- 
lights shall be deemed to have complied 
with the provisions of this act, anything 
to the contrary notwithstanding, when 
such headlights are fitted with six-inch 
bright spherical mirrors, five-eights foot 
burners and clear plane glass fronts, 
and such vehicle displays a green or 
amber reflecting device on the extreme 
left front corner of the body thereof, 
and a reflecting device on the rear 
thereof in the same manner as is hereby 
provided for reflecting devices upon 
other trucks, trailers, buses and other 
commercial vehicles. - Nothing herein 
contained shall be considered as pro- 
hibiting the use of acetylene lighting 
systems on motor vehicles. The warning 
lights must be mounted parallel to the 
axles of the truck, tractor, trailer or 
bus, and the lights shall be so placed 
as to be not more than nor less than six 
inches apart. The front warning lights 
shall be mounted at the top of the wind- 
shield and in no manner obscured by 
any part of the truck, tractor, trailer or 
bus. The rear warning lights shall be 
mounted at the extreme rear of the 
truck, tractor, trailer or-bus, where the 
visibility of same is in no manner ob- 
scured. 

(f) Lamps on Bicycles. 

Every bicycle shall be equipped with 
a lighted white lamp on the front there- 
of visible under normal atmospheric 
conditions from a distance of at least 
300 feet in front of such bicycle and 
Shall also be equipped with a reflex 
mirror or lamp on the rear exhibiting a 
red light visible under like conditions 
from a distance of at least 200 feet to 
the rear of such bicycle. 

(g) Lights on Other Vehicles. 

All vehicles not heretofore in this sec- 
tion required to be equipped with spe- 
cial lighted lamps shall carry one or 
more lights, lamps or lanterns display- 
ing a white light visible under normal 
atmospheric conditions from a distance 
of not less than 500 feet to the front of 
such vehicle and displaying a red light 
visible under like conditions from a dis- 
tance of not less than 500 feet to the 
rear of such vehicle. 

Section 81. Tractors Having Lugs. 


No traction engine or tractor, having 
lugs attached to its wheels, shall be 
run over, be propelled or operated upon 
any paved street within the city. 

Section 82. Projection of Load. 


Whenever any vehicle is loaded with 
material propecting three feet or more 


from the end of such vehicle, a red’ 


cloth shall be fastened at the end of 
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such projecting material and at night- 
time a red light. 

Section 83. Duty to Stop in Event of 
Accident. 

The driver of any vehicle involved in 
an accident resulting in injury or 
death to any person or damage to prop- 
erty shall immediately stop such vehicle 
at the scene of such accident, and shall 
give his name and address and registra- 
tion number of his vehicle to the per- 
son struck or to the driver or occupants 
of any vehicle collided with, and shall 
render to any person injured in such 
accident, reasonable assistance, includ- 
ing the carrying of such person to a 
physician or surgeon for medical or 
surgical treatment, if it is apparent that 
such treatment is necessary or is re- 
quested by the injured person. 

If the operator of such vehicle is not 
the owner thereof, said operator shall 
give the name and address of the owner 
of such vehicle, together with the regis- 
tered number thereof. 

Every person convicted under this 
section upon a charge of failure to 
stop after an accident resulting in in- 
jury or death of any person shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the muni- 
cipal jail for not less than 30 days nor 
more than one year, or by fine of not 
less than $100, nor more than $5,000, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 84. Duty to Report Accidents. 

(a) The driver of any vehicle involv- 
ed in an accident resulting in injuries 
or death to any person or property 
damages to an apparent extent of $50 or 
more shall within 24 hours make a writ- 
ten report of such accident to the police 
headquarters in this city. All accident 
reports made under this section shall 
be without prejudice, and shall be for 
the information of the Police Depart- 
ment only, except that the Police De- 
partment may issue statistical reports 
based thereon. The fact that any per- 


son has made a written report of an ac- 


cident shall be admissible in evidence 
solely to prove compliance with this 
section, but no such report or any part 
thereof or statement contained therein 
shall be admissible in evidence for any 
other purpose in any trial, civil or 
criminal, arising out of such accident. 


ARTICLE VIII 
PENALTIES AND PROCEDURE 
ON ARREST 

Section 85. Penalties. 

Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
more than one hundred ($100) doliurs 
or be imprisoned for a period uot 
exceed ninety days, or to both such 
fine and imprisoument iu the discre- 
tion of the court, 

Section 86. Procedure Upon Arrest. 

(a) Whenever any person is arrested 
for violating any provision of this Or- 
dinance, the arresting officer shall take 
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the violator’s name, address, operator’s 
license number and the registration 
number of the motor vehicle involved 
and issue to him in writing on a form 
provided by the City Comptroller a no- 
tice to answer to the charge against 
him within three days during hours 
and at a place specified in the notice. 
The officer shall thereupon, and upon 
giving by the violator of his written 
promise to answer as specified in the 
notice, release him from custody. The 
arresting officer shall send one copy 
of such notice to the Chief of Police 
and one copy to the Traffic Violations 
Bureau. 

(b) Whenever any motor vehicle 
without a driver is found parked in 
violation of any of the parking re- 
strictions of this Ordinance, the officer 
finding it shall take its registration 
number, and any other information dis- 
played on the vehicle which may iden- 
tify its user, and affix conspicuously 
to such vehicle a notice in writing on 
a form provided by the City Comp- 
troller for the driver to answer to the 
charge against him within three days 
during hours and at a place specified 
in the notice. The officer shall send 
one copy of such notice to the Chief of 
Police and one copy to the Traffic 
Violations Bureau. 


Section 87. Disposition of Fines and 
Forfeitures. 

All fines or forfeitures collected upon 
conviction or upon the forfeiture of 
bail of any person charged with a vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be paid into the City 
Treasury and deposited in the Con- 
tingent Fund. 

Section 88. Effect of Ordinance. 


If any section, subsection, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this Ordinance is 
for any reason held to be unconstitu- 
tional, such decisions shall not effect 
the validity of the remaining portions 
of this Ordinance. The City Council 
hereby declares that it would have 
passed this Ordinance and each section, 
subsection, sentence, clause and phrase 
thereof, even if it had known that any 
one or more sections, subsections, sen- 
tences, clauses or phrases would be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

Section 89. Repeal. 


Ordinance No. 35-—former traffic or- 
dinance of this city is hereby repealed, 
and all ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with or inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Ordinance 
are hereby repealed, except that this 
repeal shall not effect or prevent the 
prosecution or punishment of any per- 
son for an act done or committed in 
violation of any ordinance hereby re- 
pealed prior to the taking effect of this 
Ordinance. 


Section 90. Publication of Ordinance. 
(a) The City Clerk shall certify to 
the passage of this Ordinance and 
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cause the same to be published in the 
Lansing Capital News. 


The Traffic Commission shall arrange 
for the printing of this Ordinance in 
pamphlet form for free public distribu- 
tion. It may also print, in poster form, 
the entire ordinance or excerpts there- 
from or a synopsis thereof, it shall be 
the duty of the owner and of the op- 
erator of every public garage, taxicab 
company, or other place where vehicles 
for hire are kept, to keep posted in a 
prominent place, such poster as the 
Traffic Commission shall designate. 


bs aaa 91. Membership and Term of 
ice. 

An official Traffic Commission is 
hereby created for the City of Lansing 
to consist of the following officers, one 
Alderman, one Police and Fire Com- 
missioner, three Citizens at large to be 
appointed by the Mayor with the ap- 
proval of the City Council to hold of- 
fice for two years. In the first year, 
one Police and Fire Commissioner, one 
Alderman and one private Citizen are 
to be appointed fur one year, and two 
private Citizens for a term of two 
years thereafter. All expired terms are 
to be filled by appointment as above 
for a term of two years. 

Section 92. Duties and Responsi- 
bilities. 

(a) Such Traffic Commission shall 
appoint a traffic director and provide 
for a Traffic Violations Bureau and 
continue street traffic survey work, the 
expense, plans and personnel thereof 
to be subject to the approval of the 
City Council. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Traffic 
Director to recommend to the City 
Council as a result of scientific and 
impartial study, amendments to exist- 
ing traffic regulations and such new 
measures aS may be required to cope 
with traffic problems. The Traffic Di- 
rector shall have charge of the Traffic 
Bureau. 


(c) Such Traffic Commission is here- 
by authorized to provide the necessary 
procedure whereby these who may vio- 
late any provision of any traffic ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing may have 
the option of paying to such Traffic 
Commission or its duly authorized 
agent such amount as such Commission 
may deem proper to compensate the 
City for such traffic violation. Pro- 
vided, that if the Traffic Violater does 
not accept the provisions of this section 
then such Traffic Commission is here- 
by required to make or cause to be 
made the proper complaint before any 
Justice of the Peace of the City of Lan- 
fire for the prosecution of such vio- 
ation, |

The Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of Lansing, Michigan. 

Gentlemen: 

At a meeting of your body on the 
18th of May last you referred to the 
City Attorney requests of one F. L. 
Webb. and H. L. Travis. who recuested 
this city remit to them penalty on city 
taxes of 1929 and 1930, paid by them 
to the Auditor General of the State of 
Michigan. 


These requests came as a result of a 
resolution of this Council passed on the 
lith day of May last in which it was 
determined by this body that those 
who paid the city taxes for 1929 and 
1930, should not be compelled to pay 
this penalty, but if the actual tax was 
paid a receipt would be given in full 
for taxes in those years. 


Both of said requests were referred 
to the City Attorney for a_ written 
opinion. The resolution that was 
passed on May 1ith, was in harmony 
with Act No. 75 of the Public Acts of 
1931, which authorizes payment of 
State taxes and giving a receipt in full 
therefor, without adding the interest 
and penalty charges upon the 1929 and 
1930 tax. 

This resolution of May 11th is in 
harmony with previous resolutions of 
this council remitting the penaltv on 
current taxes. Insofar as the validity 
is concerned, there is no authority in 
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the Charter or the Laws of Michigan 
authorizing this body to remit any pen- 
alty; but the previous resolutions, re- 
mitting penalties, has been acquiesced 
in and has been permitted to go on 
without interference by common con- 
sent, and no objections have been 
raised to jt. 


Tn reference to the city taxes for 
1929 and 1930, the situation is some- 
what different. These taxes have al- 
ready been returned to the County 
Treasurer and to the Auditor General 
and they must be paid to those offi- 
cers and cannot be collected by the 
Cjty Treasurer. These officers refuse 
to recognize the legality of this reso- 
lution and are collecting the penalty so 
that in order for persons who pay these 
taxes to take advantage of the resolu- 
tion of this council passed on May 11th, 
they must present claims for same to 
this council and have the amount paid 
as penalty returned to them by the city, 
when the money has been sent to the 
city by the Auditor General and Coun- 
ty Treasurer. 


There is no express authority in the 
law for returning or remitting penal- 
ties. In support of this, I call your

ORDINANCES 


Ald. A. J. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to Committee on Ordinances. 

AN ORDINANCE ‘to regulate the num. 


ber of men to be employed in the bus- ' 
iness of operating engines engaged ‘in. 
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switching cars, and to. prescribe the 

qualifications of such men within the 

limits of the City of Lansing. 

The Council of the City of Lansing 
ordains: 

Section 1:°'That it shall be unlawful 
for any persons, ‘firm or corporation 
engaged in operating standard gauge 
railroad switch engines within the lim- 
its of the City of Lansing, to operate 
said ergine in the business of switch- 
ing cars or: making up trains with less 
than a full crew, consisting of one engi- 
neer, one fireman, one foreman or con- 
ductor and two helpers. or brakemen; 
provided that said foreman or conduc- 
tor must have had, at least, one year’s 
experience as a switchman, and further 


provided that ane of said helpers or’ 


brakemen shall have had, at least, six 
months experience as a switchman. 
Section 2. Neither the foreman or 
conductor nor either of the helpers or 
brakemen mentioned in section one shali 
be permitted to perform any other du- 
ties in addition to his duties as fore- 
man or conductor or helper or brake- 


man, while the engine upon which they 
are working is actually engaged in the 
business of switching cars. 


Section 3. Any person, firm or corpo- 
ration violating any of the provisions 
thereof shall be punished by fines not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars and 
costs of prosecution, and default of pay- 
ment of any: such fine and costs the 
court may impose a further sentence 
that the offender be and remain impris- 
oned in the city jail until such fine and 
costs have been paid, not to exceed 
thirty days. 


A person, firm or corporation men- 
t'oned in this ordinance shall be deemed 
to be any owner of such engine, and any 
officers of-:a corporation owning such 
engine and any agent (within the limits 
of the City of Lansing) of such owner 
or corporation having control of the men 
who operate such switching engines.

First—There are now approximately 
35,000 automobiles registered in Lan- 
sing and 43,000 in Ingham Co. and of 
the 8,000 in the county, 25 per cent must 
be considered as increasing our traffic 
problems. 

Second—No particular effort has ever 
been put forth to obtain a true picture 


: ee ; 
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of conditions or to set up a plan, as our 
traffic regulations, with a few local ex- 
ceptions, have been copied from other 
sources. 

Third—An unbiased survey will tend 
to create a better feeling of co-opera- 
tion with all of our citizens and a por- 
tion of this expense will be paid to 
Lansing labor through the welfare de- 
partment. 


Fourth—Federal and state authorities 
are at the present time making a sur- 
vey of tourist traffic through Lansing, 
as part of a $200,000.00 state wide sur- 
vey, the results of which are available 
for our survey, providing they are used 
within the very near future, and will 
reflect a saving from our estimate. 


Fifth—Census figures tend to indicate. 


a definite rate of growth in the pop- 
ulation of Lansing. Such increases mean 
heavier traffic and added traffic prob- 
lems for which a plan should be pre- 
pared. 

Sixth—Receipts amounting to $,- 
586.50 have been turned into the con- 
tingent fund by the Traffic bureau for 
the first seven months of 1931, which 
tends to prove that the estimated cost 
of the survey can be defrayed from the 
Traffic Bureau receipts above its $3,- 
200.00 appropriation. 

We respectfully submit the above 
facts and ask that you place an amount 
not to exceed $1,500.00 at our disposal 
that we may immediately undertake this 
survey.

ORDINANCE 


Ald. L. J. Smith introdtced the fol- 
lowing ordinance, which was read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances: 

An Ordinance, to License and Regu- 
late Bill Posting, Bill Distributing, 
Sign Advertising and General Advertis- 
ing of That Nature Within the Limits 
of the City. of Lansing and providing 
penalties for violations thereof: 

The City of Lansing Ordains: : 

Section 1. No person, company or 
corporation by its officers or agents 
shall carry on the business of bill post- 
ing, bill distributing or sign advertis- 
ing or post or distribute any bill within 
the Citv of Lansing, without first hav- 
ing procured a license as required by 
the terms of this ordinance. 

Section 2. The words ‘‘bill posting, 
bill distributing or sign advertising”’ 
shall _be construed to cover the act of 
entering residences or places of busi- 
ness in said city for the purpose of cir- 
culating pamphlets, circulars or adver- 
tisements of any kind, or posting or 
painting advertisements of any nature 
whatever except notices required by 
law and signs upon stores and business 
places appropriate to the business car- 
ried on therein, and no person shall on 
any pretext whatever or under any cir- 
cumstances without having paid the li- 
cense fee hereinafter required and pro- 
cured the license, distribute advertise- 
ments of his own couvled with others, 
or containing advertisements of other 
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parties. -No-bill or pamplet containing 
printed matter thereon, advocating 
communism, shall be distributed, post- 
ed, or circulated in the City of Lansing. 
Food products or samples of same shall 
not be distributed in said city for ad- 
vertising purposes as stated aforesaid 
by any person unless after written per- 
mission in each case obtained from the 
City Council, who shall consult with 
the Health Officer of the City in all 
cases before granting nermission. If, 
upon examination by the Health Offi- 
cer, the food products or samples of 
same proposed to be distributed are 
found to contain any matter or thing 
injurious to the public health the City 
Council shall not grant the permission. 
In all cases where such permission is 
granted:it shall only be construed to 
permit the person to whom it is grant- 
ed to go upon private property for the 
purpose of handing such food products 
or sample of same to some adult person 
and for no other purpose in connection 
with such business. 

Section 3. The Clerk of said City of 
Lansing shall issue to any person, com- 
pany or corporation, upon application 
therefor, a license to carry on such 
business of bill posting, bill distribut- 
ing and sign advertising within said 
City upon payment by said person. 
company or corporation to the city 
Treasurer the sum of $25.00 a year, and 
a pro rata amount for a less period of 
time: Provided, That no such license 
shall be issued for less than ten dollars, 
and all such licenses shall expire not 
later than the 30th day of Anril follow- 
ing the date of issue, such license not 
to be transferable, and any person. 
company or corporation holding such 
license may act by employes, providing 
each such employe shall be furnished 
with a certificate dated and signed by 
the City Clerk showing the authority 
of such employe, for which a fee of one 
dollar shall be paid to the City. 

Section 4. Whenever a license is is- 
sued to any person, company or corpo- 
ration to carry on such business within 
the City of Lansing, the City Clerk 
shall. issue a certificate thereof under 
his hand and the seal of the City upon 
the payment of such license fee. All 
certificates issued by said Clerk shal! 
be numbered in the order in which 
they are issued and every person en- 
gaged in the business of bill posting. 
bill distributing and sign advertising. 
shall have in his possession the license 
issued to him for such business and any 
license issued hereunder shall be ac-” 
cepted on the expressed condition that 
it ghall be revocable at the wil] of the 
City Council. 


Section 5. The City Council may 
grant to any religious, political, social 
or charitable organization applying 
therefor permission in writing to adver- 
tise meetings called by them. The City 
Council shall have authority to grant 
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to any person, company or corporation 
engaged in wholesale or retail business 
from stores to factories, located within 
the limits of the City of Lansing, per- 
mission to distribute advertisements 
from house to house, or business place 
to business place, advertising the busi- 
ness in which such person, company or 
corporation is directly engaged, and no 
bond or license fee shall be required. 
In such place, however, the person, the 
company or corporation shall comply 
with all the other provisions of this 
ordinance and with those of all other 
ordinances now or hereafter enacted 
relative to such business. 


Section 6. In case any person, com- 
pany or corporation shall be convicted 
of or plead guilty to a violation of this 
ordinance or any other ordinances of 
the City of Lansing now or hereafter 
enacted relative to said business, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, the 
Mayor shall immediately revoke the li- 
cense of such person, company or cor- 
poration by notice in writing mailed or 
delivered to the licensee. The word 
“‘Corporation’’ as used in this ordi- 
nance shall be deemed to include the 
officers thereof and they may be prose- 


' euted hereunder the same as any other 


person. This ordinance shall not be 
construed so as to permit bill distribut- 
ing in any of the streets, lanes or al- 
leys or public places of the City of Lan- 
sing or to permit the distribution and 
leaving of advertising matters in places 
where same will be blown about by the 
wind. Where advertising matter or 
bills are distributed in business places 
or at houses every piece thereof shall 
be left in some box or secure place at- 
tached to the building or place. 

Section 7. Any person, company or 
corporation, its officers or agents vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
before a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, be punished by a fine not exceed. 
ing one hundred dollars. or bv impris- 
onment in the county jail of Ingham 
County for a period not exceeding 
ninety days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court trying the offender. 

Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances now in effect contrary to 
the provisions hereof are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 9. If any of the provisions 
of this ordinance are declared invalid 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such invalidity Shall not affect the other 
and remaining provisions hereof.

ORDINANCES 
Ald. Thoman introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance prohibiting the creation 
or maintenance of nuisances in the City 
of Lansing. 

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Section 1. The operating or maintain- 
ing of noise making, noise amplifying 
or noise producing instruments or de- 
vices by which the peace or good order 
of the neighborhood is disturbed is 
hereby deciared a nuisance. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm, associ- 
ation or corporation, by himself or an- 
other, to operate or maintain any radio, 
phonograph, playerpiano, calliope, or 
other noise making, noise amplifying or 
noise producing instrument or device in 
any public or private place in such man- 
ner by which the peace and good order 
of the neighborhood is disturbed or 
persons owning or occupying property 
in the neighborhood are disturbed or 
annoyed. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any hawker, vendor, huckster, peddler, 
salesman, agent or other person, by 
himself or another selling his wares or 
merchandise, or disposing of his ser- 
vices or granting any privileges, from 
any public or private place or structure 
unenclosed in whole or in part, to 
shout, make a commotion or make loud 
noises for the purpose of attracting oth- 
ers, whereby the peace or good order 
of the neighborhood is disturbed, or 
persons owning or occupying property 
in the neighborhood are disturbed or 
annoyed. 

Section 3. Any person, firm, associ- 
ation or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be subject to a fine 
not exceeding One hundred ($100) Dol- 
lors or imprisonment in the county jail 
tor a period not exceeding sixty (60) 
days, or both, such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court. 

Section 4. If any clause, sentence or 
any provision or part of this ordinance 

~ shall be held invalid, the remainder of 
this ordinance shall not be held to be 
thereby invalidated or affected. 

Ald. A. J. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and ‘second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 
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AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 4 
of an Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance 
to regulate and license the selling of 
fruit and vegetables by jobbers, whole- 
salers and commissionmen in the City 
of Lansing and to provide a penalty for 
violations of the terms thereof and to 
et gr all ordinances inconsistent there- 
with.”’ 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That Section 4 of an or- 
dinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late and license the selling of fruit and 
vegetables by jobbers, wholesalers and 
commissionmen in the City of Lansing 
and to provide a penalty for violations 
of the terms thereof and to repeal all 
ordinances inconsistent therewith,’’ be 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 4. No license shall be grant- 
ed until the applicant applying there- 
for shall have paid to the City Clerk the 
sum of ($25.00) Twenty-five Dollars 
covering the period from May first of 
each year until the succeeding 30th day 
of April. Provided, that a license for 
any less period of time may be issued 
upon the payment of Five Dollars for 
each day that such license is to be-in 
force and effect.

It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
throw, place, dump or deposit in Grand 
River, Red Cedar River or Sycamore 
Creek, or in any other stream, pond or 
any public park lagoon in the city of 
Lansing, any hay, straw, grass, leaves, 
tree, shrub, branch of tree or shrub, 
vegetauvies or vegetable substance, ex- 
crement, offal, manure, carcass or dead 
animal or fowl, bones, animal matter, 
wood, ashes, cans, tin, sheet metal or 
other metallic substance, household 
furniture or utensils or parts thereof, 
cloth, clothes, shoes, rubber’ goods, 
glass, wire, dirt, stones, brick, con- 
erete, debris, refuse rubbish, garbage, 
or any other article or substance of 
any nature whatsoever, whether similar 
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in nature or otherwise having a ten- 
dency to cumber, fill, pollute, or ob- 
struct such river, stream, pond or la- 
goon; provided however that this or- 
dinance shall not prohibit the placing of 
reasonable piers, piles, abutments and 
other building supports in any such 
rivers, streams or ponds for purpose of 
supporting any building or other con- 
struction work, nor prohibit temporary 
coffer-dams and other reasonable equip- 
ment and work incidental to the con- 
struction or placing of any such piers, 
piles, abutments or other supports. 


Section 2. Should the courts of this 
city or state declare any section, clause 
or provision of this ordinance unconsti- 
tutional or invalid, then such decision 
shall affect only the section, clause or 
provision so passed upon, but shall not 
affect any other section, clause or pro- 
vision of this ordinance. 

Section 3. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance and 
who shall be convicted thereof, or who 
shall plead guilty to any complaint for 
the violation thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeling One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for such offense, or by 
imprisonment in the prison of said city 
for a term not exceeding thirty days, or 
by both said fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court.

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant to the call of the Federal 
Government, it is my duty and pleasure 
to name a City Committee for the cele- 
bration of the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington, with sug- 
gestions for plans and programs in line 
with the government’s preparation for 
that event. which officially begins Feb- 
ruary 22. 1932, and ends Thanksgiving 
Day, 1932. : 

By Act of Congress, a national cele- 
bration committee was appointed in 
1924 which includes the President of the 
United States, Chairman, the Vice Pres- 
ident of the United States, and mem- 
bers of the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives and promi- 
nent Americans. 

All governors of states and mayors 
of cities have been requested to organ- 
ize their official fields. 

It will be the greatest patriotic dem- 
onstration in history. 
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Americans in London and Paris have 
organized Bicentennial committees. Sev- 
eral European Republics have done the 
same. It will be a world-wide affair. 

Several states and cities have issued 
their programs some time ago. 

Lansing, in responding to this pat- 
riotic call, must organize to equal in 
spirit and comparative performance the 
celebration of any other city in the 
country. 

Each man, woman and child in the 
city must be a self-appointed commit- 
tee to do honor to the occasion. 

Being the capitol of the state, much 
will be expected of Lansing during this 
Bi-Centennial. It is obviously impos- 
sible to include in committees, the 
names of all the hundreds of patriotic 
men and women who deserve this hon- 
or.. As the time for the centennial ap- 
proaches the committees will be simpli- 
fied and made more direct. The City 
Committee will be known officially as 
the ‘‘Lansing Committee for the cele- 
bration of the 200th Anniversary of the 
Birth of George Washington.’’ 


The General Committee will be an 
honorary committee composed of men 
and women from all walks of life, rep- 
resentative of different organizations 
which have to do with the social, pat- 
riotic and business advancement of 
Lansing and its environs.

MICHIGAN AVENUE, from Capitol 
avenue to Pennsylvania avenue, except 
from Grand avenue to the west side of 
the Grand River bridge, and on the 
south side from Washington avenue to 
Capitol avenue. 


RIVER STREET, on both sides, from 
Grand avenue to Kalamazoo street. 

SHIAWASSEE STREET, on both 
sides, from the west side of the Grand 
River to Washington avenue. 

SOUTH STREET, W., on both sides, 
from Washington avenue to end of 
street. 

TURNER STREET, on both sides, 
from Grand River avenue to Clinton 
street. 

WASHINGTON AVENUE, N., on both 
sides, from a point 68 feet south of 
Grand River avenue to Willow street. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE, from Hills- 
dale street to Saginaw street and from 
Elm street to the Grand Trunk tracks, 
on the west side, and from Elm street 
to South street on the east side. 


OTTAWA STREET, from Grand ave- 
nue to the Grand River. 

Pavement markings shall be main- 
tained designating angle or parallel 
parking. 

Signs shall be erected and maintained 
in each block designating the time pro- 
visions of this section.’’ 


To the Ordinance providing for 
amending Sec. 49, add the following 
paragraphs: 

Application of Indicated Speeds 

(b) Any person who drives a vehicle 
upon a highway at a speed in excess 
of that indicated as follows for the par- 
ticular district or location, and who, 
while so driving violates the basic rule 
set forth in subdivision (a) shall upon 
conviction be punished by imprison- 
ment in the County or Municipal jail for 
a period of not more than ninety days, 
or by fine of not more than one hun- 
dred doliars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
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Said indicated speeds are as follows: 

1. Ten miles per hour: 

a. When driving in an alley. 

b. When making a turn at a cor- 
ner. 

2. Fifteen miles per hour: 

a. When passing a school building 
or the grounds thereof during 
school recess or while children 
are going to or leaving school 
during opening or closing hours. 

b. In any business district as de- 
fined herein. 

3. Twenty miles per hour: 

a. In any residence district as de- 
fined herein. 

Complaints and Notices to Appear 

(c) In every charge of violation of 
this section the complaint, also the 
summons or notice to apear, shall spe- 
cify the speed at which the defendant is 
alleged to have driven, also the speed 
indicated in this section for the dis- 
trict or location, and in the event 
charge shall also be made of violation 
of any other provision of this act, the 
complaint and the summons or notice to 
appear shall also specify such other of- 
fense alleged to have been committed.’’ 

That to each ordinance under consid- 
eration be added a paragraph reading 
as follows: 

‘This ordinance is declared to be nec- 
essary to the public peace, health and 
safety of the City of Lansing and is 
therefore to take immediate effect.’’ 

That the amendment to Sec. 48 be

Many complaints have been received 
by this Commission concerning condit- 
ions at the corner of North Street and 
Grand River Avenue; due to the fact 
that motor vehicles stop at the Stand- 
ard Oil Station located at this point, 
and stand across or upon the _ space 
which evidently should be sidewalk 
space while they are being refueled. 


While this situation may not come 
within the province of the Traffic Com- 
mission, excepting as. congestion is 
caused upen the city streets, neverthe- 
less,.in behalf of the pedestrians con- 
sisting of school children and other in- 
habitants who must use this street, we 
are suggesting to your body that you 
have a sidewalk space properly desig- 
nated by some sort of markings, both 
on the east side of Grand River Avenue 
and the south side of North Street at 
this intersection and that motor vehicles 


be not allowed to stand upon this side- 
walk space while refueling. Further, 
that a crosswalk be marked at this in- 
tersection, both on Grand River Avenue 
and North Street. 


Also, at the corner of Saginaw and 
Butler Streets, is an oil station whose 
pumps are located in such a manner 
that automobiles are required to stand 
upon the sidewalk of Saginaw Street 
while being refueled, causing the public 
to walk into the street if passing at such 
a time. 


In both the above cases, or any other 
ot similar nature, it wouw)d seem that 
gasoline pumps -should be reallocated 
sufficiently back from the sidewalk so 
that motor cars or trucks, when patro- 
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nizing oil stations, would not be re- 
quired to park upon the sidewalk.

2. Require motor vehicles to park 
parallel with the curb on Washington 
Avenue, between Shiawassee and Lena- 
wee Streets; on Michigan Avenue he- 
twen Capitol and the bridge. 

3. Allow no left hand turns at the

The Traffic Commission after careful © 


study has decided that a few changes 
should be made in the traffic ordinance 
in order to improve traffic conditions 
and accordingly is making the follow- 
ing recommendations: 


1. That no “U’’ turn of motor ve- 
hicles be allowed on Washington Ave- 
nue from Shiawassee to Kalamazoo 
streets; on Michigan Avenue from Capi- 
tol Avenue to the bridge. 


Turning of motor vehicles in these 
blocks causes excessive congestion. 
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2. No parking of motor vehicles, ex- 
cepting commercial vehicles making de- 
liveries, before 8:30 a. m., (excepting 
Sundays and Holidays) on Washington 
Avenue from Shiawassee to Kalamazoo 
Streets; on Capitol Avenue between 
Ionia and Washtenow Streets; on Mich- 
igan Avenue between Capitol Avenue 
and Grand Avenie. 


This will give delivering companies 
an opportunity to make deliveries early 
without heing compelled to double park 
as at present and will save parking 
space for shoppers who do not arrive 
upon these streets before 9:00 A. M. 


3. No parking on the south side of 
Saginaw Street between Logan and Ver- 
linden Avenue. 


Saginaw Street is a state trunk line 
and narrow at this point and during 
congested periods it is almost impos- 
sible for traffic to move. 


4. Designate as through streets: 
Logan Street from Main to Saginaw 
Streets; 


Pennsylvania Avenue, except that it 
be a stop street at the intersection of 
Grand River Avenue; Saginaw Street; 
Michigan Avenue; East 
Street and Mount Hope Avenue; 


Kalamazoo Street, except that it be a 
stop street at the intersection of Logan 
Street, Washington Avenue and Cedar 
Streets: 


Mount Hope Avenue, except that it 
be a stop street at the intersection of 
Logan Street. Washington Avenue and 
Cedar Street. 

By giving the right-of-way to traffic 
upon these streets it will allow through 
traffic to move along steadily, relieve 
traffic from other streets and reduce 
intersectional accidents. 


5. Repeal the following from Article 

A, Section 27 of the traffic ordinance: 
‘No parking—Main Street on the 

North side from Pennsylvania Ave- 

nue East 70 feet.’’ 

As there is now no congestion at this 
point, this space can well be used for 
parking purposes. 


6. Eliminate traffic lights at corner 
of Pine and Saginaw Street. 


Pine Street is a stop street at this 
point and the light, together with the 
street car turns, causes constant con- 
fusion. 


Eliminate light at corner of Shiawas- 
see and Larch Streets. 


Shiawassee Street would be a stop 
street at this intersection and the light 
tends to slow up traffic on Larch Street 
which is a trunk line. There is a traffic 
Larch Street and the heavy traffic is 
now on Saginaw Street instead of Shia- 
wassee. 


Eliminate light at corner of Holmes 
and Kalamazoo. 

Holmes will be a stop street at this 
point—light not required. 


Kalamazoo 
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7. Place Traffic Lights at the inter- 
section of Washington and Washtenaw 
and at the intersection of Capitol and 
Ottawa Streets. 


Traffic is constantly confused at these 
intersections. 


Hoping that you will add your ap- 
proval to these changes and place them 
in line for enactment as rapidly as pos-
